INTRODUCTION 


It is a pleasure to write a few introductory 
words to “The Bible in My Everyday Life/^ by 
Mr. E. F. Reese. At once one notes that the selec- 
tion of Scripture passages here is for a practical 
purpose. Mr. Reese is not trying to prove theo- 
logical doctrines by bringing together these selec- 
tions, but to put in handy form passages calculated 
to strengthen one's faith in Christ as Lord and 
Saviour and to brighten one’s path in the midst of 
trials and temptations and to increase one’s 
loyalty to Christ and usefulness in the kingdom 
of God. It is primarily a personal experience 
with these Scriptures in his own life that Mr. 
Reese gives us. They have helped him and he 
naturally feels that they will render a like service 
to others. It is not an exhaustive concordance 
that we have here, but a choice among many like 
passages is made that reveal the personal equa- 
tion. Readers will often think of other Scriptures 
that have helped them and that will be all to the 
good. Mr. Reese has not aimed to be exhaustive, 
but to give for the busy man and woman an 
adequate collection of Scripture passages on 
various vital matters that concern our thinking 
and life. In doing this he has, of course, often 
taken verses out of the context, but he has tried 
to do no violence to the context. Jesus said that 
his very words are spirit and life and it is true. 
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These wonderful words of life help men live and 
help them die. 

Unfortunately not all persons read the Bible 
regularly, though nearly every one has a copy, 
one is glad to think. Not long ago a lady was 
travelling on the train who told me this incident. 
She was quietly reading her New Testament. In 
the section of the Pullman with her sat a mother 
and her son who watched her reading with some 
interest. Presently the mother asked: “Is that 
the New Testament that you are reading? Do you 
read it every day? Do you like to read it? Do 
you know how to find what you want in it?” The 
last question was wistful and soon the stranger 
learned that this mother had been called to her old 
home by her father's death, taking her son with 
her. She was in great need of comfort, but did 
not know how to find it in God’s Word. She was 
very grateful when the stranger helped her with 
a short list of passages and was glad to use the 
pocket Testament to read them. This incident 
throws light upon the actual condition of many 
people who do not read the Bible systematically, 
who do not study it book by book, who hear ser- 
mons on isolated verses, who even study the Sun- 
day school lessons which do not by any means 
cover the whole Bible. In a given emergency they 
are at a loss to find the words needed, even when 
they have hid it in their hearts. They do not know 
where to turn for the daily manna for their souls. 

Dr. J. Rendel Harris, the Quaker scholar of 
England, has shown that the Jews and later the 
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Christians used Testiomonia {Testimonies), 
books of selected Scripture quotations which were 
very useful. Paul apparently quotes from one of 
these collections in Eomans 3:9 to 18 (Psalms 
53:lff.; 5:9; 140:3; 10:7; Isaiah 59:7f.; 
Psalms 36 :1) . See another in Hebrews 1 :7 to 13 
(Psalms 104:4; 45:61; 102:251; 110:1). It is 
not an unheard of thing, therefore, that Mr. Eeese 
has here done, but one that was tried long ago 
and found useful. 

Books are cheaper now than in the old days, but 
people have less leisure than ever, and they need 
the comfort and strength to be derived from the 
knowledge of the Word of God. Hence there is a 
distinct place for “The Bible in My Everyday 
Life.” Give the Bible the place that it deserves. 
Even the Bible student who knows his Bible will 
be glad to have in handy form these selected pas- 
sages that a business man like Mr. Eeese has 
found of special service and blessing. 

There is no danger that this method of Bible 
use will displace the reading of the Bible as a 
whole. It will have precisely the opposite effect. 
Many will be stimulated by the aptness and per- 
tinency of these Bible passages to read each verse 
in its context to get the flavor of the whole. 
There is a good deal of senseless criticism today 
on the use of verses of the Bible. It has been 
abused, no doubt, and can be. Judas went and 
hanged himself. Go thou and do likewise. And 
what thou doest do quickly. These are all Scrip- 
ture quotations, but taken out of their context and 
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put together thus they make utterly erroneous 
justification for suicide. There is a right way to 
use the Sword of the Spirit. Jesus quoted words 
from Deuteronomy to answer the tempter. One 
does not always have to quote the entire context 
to make use of the truth of Scripture. So one 
wishes God’s blessing on this effort to put in con- 
venient form ready for immediate use the Bible 
truths that feed the soul and build one up in the 
faith of Christ our Lord.

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FOREWORD 

This book is the outgrowth of the author’s ever 
increasing realization of his own need for such 
guidance as it provides in the various walks of 
everyday life. 

Many scholarly classifications of Scripture have 
been compiled and published, and the best of such 
classifications have been consulted in the prepara- 
tion of this work. But the greatest objection 
which the average individual finds to such com- 
pilations, is that they are not limited to those 
pcbssages of the Bible which apply especially to 
him as an indimdual of today. It is the purpose of 
this book to eliminate that objection, thereby fa- 
cilitating the practical application of the Bible to 
one’s everyday life. 

In order to avoid possible influencing of the 
reader’s mind through a special arrangement of 
verses, the verses under each subject are pre- 
sented in the order in which they appear, respec- 
tively, in the Bible. In each case the reference is 
given, showing where the passage quoted may be 
found in the Bible. 

It is hoped that the study of this book will stimu- 
late the reading of the Bible itself. The student is 
urged to turn to his Bible frequently and study the 
Biblical setting of those verses which strike him 
with particular force. In the author’s opinion, 
enough of such setting has been given herein to 
insure proper understanding of the lessons in- 
volved, but a broader reading of the Bible often 
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will provide a background against which the les- 
son will stand out with greater clearness and 
power. 

For the sake of clarity, words sometimes have 
been omitted from the verses quoted (all such 
omissions being indicated thus Almost 
all of these omissions have consisted merely in 
dropping conjunctions (“and,” “for,” “there- 
fore,” etc.) which might be somewhat confusing. 
In no case has any word been omitted which might 
be considered essential to a correct interpretation 
of the passage in its bearing on the subject. 

In the text of the book, the subjects have been 
arranged alphabetically, for convenience in locat- 
ing them. In the front of the book (Page 11) will 
be found an index classifying the various subjects 
according to their relation to the everyday life of 
the individual. In the back of the book (Page 459) 
is given an index listing the subjects alphabetic- 
ally. 

It is believed that this book overcomes the 
greatest obstacles in the way of the average busy 
person of today in his efforts to regulate his life 
according to the one authoritative standard — ^that 
of the Bible. The subjects covered, and the verses 
quoted, are those which seem to have the greatest 
significance for the individual of today who de- 
sires to be a good citizen of his country and of the 
vastly greater realm of his Maker.

26 And whether one mem- 
ber suffer, all the members suffer with it ; or one 
member be honoured, all the members rejoice with 
it. 27 Now ye are the body of Christ, and mem- 
bers in particular. 

Gal. 3 : 26 ... Ye are all the children of 

God by faith in Christ Jesus, 27 For as many 
of you as have been baptized into Christ have put 
on Christ. 28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there is neither 
male nor female : for ye are all one in Christ Jesus. 

Eph. 1 : 17 . . . The God of our Lord Jesus 

Christ ... 22 . . . hath put all things under 

his feet, and gave him to be the head over all 
things to the church, 23 Which is his body, the 
fulness of him that filleth all in all.

II. Cor. 9 : 4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unprepared, we (that 
we say not, ye) should be ashamed in this same 
confident boasting. 7 Every man according as 
he purposeth in his heart, so let him give; not 
grudgingly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. 

I. Tim. 6 : 17 Charge them that are rich in 
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this world, that they be not highminded, nor trust 
in uncertain riches, but in the living God, who 
giveth us richly all things to enjoy ; 18 That they 
do good, that they be rich in good works, ready to 
distribute, willing to communicate; 19 Laying 
up in store for themselves a good foundation 
against the time to come, that they may lay hold 
on eternal life. 

Tit. 3 : 8 This is a faithful saying, and these

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are all partakers of that one bread. 21 Ye can- 
not drink the cup of the Lord, and the cup of 
devils : ye cannot be partakers of the Lord’s table, 
and of the table of devils.

I. Cor. 11: 20 When ye come together . . . 
into one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s supper. 
21 For in eating every one taketh before other 
his own supper : and one is hungry, and another 
is drunken. 22 What! have ye not houses to eat 
and to drink in? or despise ye the church of God, 
and shame them that have not ? What shall I say 
to you? shall I praise you in this? I praise you 
not. 23 For I have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you. That the Lord 
Jesus, the same night in which he was betrayed, 
took bread : 24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said. Take, eat ; this is my body, 
which is broken for you : this do in remembrance 
of me. 25 After the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, saying. This cup is 
the new testament in my blood: this do ye, as oft 
as ye drink it, in remembrance of me. 26 For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye 
do shew the Lord’s death till he come. 27 Where- 
fore whosoever shall eat this bread, and drink this 
cup of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. 28 But let a 
examine himself, and so let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of t/mt cup. 29 For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh damna- 
tion to himself, not discerning the Lord’s body. 
30 For this cause many are weak and sicldy 
among you, and many sleep. 31 For if we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be judged. 32 But 
when we are judged, we are chastened of the Lord, 
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that we should not be condemned with the world, 
33 Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come to- 
gether to eat, tarry one for another. 34 And if 
any man hunger, let him eat at home; that ye 
come not together unto condemnation .... 

CONCEIT 

Prov. 3 : 5 Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine own understanding.

13 And 
the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up 
so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 
14 I tell you, this man went down to his house 
justified rather than the other : for every one that 
exalteth himself shall be abased; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

Eom. 12; 3 ... I say, through the grace 

given unto me, to every man that is among you, not 
to think of himself more highly than he ought to 
think ; but to think soberly, according as God hath 
dealt to every man the measure of faith. 16 . . . 
Mind not high things, but condescend to men of 
low estate. Be not wise in your own conceits.

If our heart condemn us, 
God is greater than our heart, and knoweth all 
things. 21 Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, 
then have we confidence toward God.

12 : II beseech you . . . , brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies 
a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service. 2 And be not con- 
formed to this world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye may prove 
what is that good, and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God.

9 
Give instruction to a wise man, and he will be 
yet wiser : teach a just man, and he will increase 
in learning.

Without understanding, covenant-breakers, with- 
out natural affection, implacable, unmerciful : 
32 Who, knowing the judgment of God, that they 
which commit such things are worthy of death, 
not only do the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them. 

Rom. 13 : 9 . . . Thou shalt not commit adul- 

tery, Thou shalt not kill. Thou shalt not steal. 
Thou shalt not bear false witness, Thou shalt not 
covet _; and if there be any other commandment, it 
is briefly comprehended in this saying, namely, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

I. Cor. 5 : 11 ... I have written unto you not 

to keep company, if any man that is called a 
brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idol- 
ater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with such a one no not to eat. 

Gal. 5 : 19 . . . The works of the flesh are 

manifest, which are these. Adultery, fornication,

tree. 36 Yet he passed away, and, lo, he was 
not: yea, I sought him, but he could not be found. 
37 Mark the perfect man, and behold the upright: 
for the end of that man is peace. 

Psa. 49: 10 . . . Wise men die, likewise the 

fool and the brutish person perish, and leave their 
wealth to others. 

Psa. 89 : 48 What man is he that liveth, and 
shall not see death? shall he deliver his soul from 
the hand of the grave? . . . 

Psa. 103 : 15 As for man, his days are as 

grass: as a flower of the field, so he flourisheth. 
16 For the wind passeth over it, and it is gone; 
and the place thereof shall know it no more. 

Psa. 116 : 15 Precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints. 

Prov. 11 : 7 When a wicked man dieth, his 
expectation shall perish; and the hope of unjust 
men perisheth. 

Ecc. 9 : 10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, 

do it with thy might; for there is no work, nor 
device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, 
whither thou goest. 

Ecc. 12 : 7 Then shall the dust return to the 
earth as it was : and the spirit shall return unto 
God who gave it. 

Luke 12 : 19 ... I will say to my soul. Soul, 
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thou hast much goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink, and, be merry. 20 But 
God said unto him, Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required of thee: then whose shall those 
things be, which thou hast provided? 21 So is 
he that layeth up treasure for himself, and is not 
rich toward God.

37 Now that the dead are raised, 
even Moses shewed at the bush, when he calleth 
the Lord the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 38 For he is not 
a God of the dead, but of the living: for all live 
unto him. 

J ohn 5 : 21 ... As the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even so the Son quick- 
eneth whom he will. 28 Marvel not at this : for 
the hour is coming, in the which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice, 29 And shall 
come forth; they that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life ; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 

John 9 : 4 1 must work the works of him that 
sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work. 

John 15 : 13 Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for his friends.

51 Behold, I shew you a mys- 
tery; We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, 52 In a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump : for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. 53 For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption, and this mortal mmt put on 
immortality. 54 So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written. Death is swal- 
lowed up in victory. 55 0 death, where is thy 
sting? 0 grave, where is thy victory? 56 The 
sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin is 
the law. 57 But thanks be to God, which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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II, Cor, 5 : 1 , . , We know that, if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, a house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. 8 We are confident, I say, 
and willing rather to be absent from the body, and 
to be present with the Lord, 

Philip. 1 : 20 According to my earnest expec- 

tation and my hope, that in nothing I shall be 
ashamed, but that with all boldness, as always, so 
now also Christ shall be magnified in my body, 
whether it be by life, or by death. 21 For to me 
to live is Christ, and to die is gain. 

I. Thess. 4 : 13 ... I would not have you to 

be ignorant, brethren, concerning them which are 
asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others which 
have no hope. 14 For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them also which sleep 
in Jesus will God bring with him. 

I. Thess. 5 : 9 . . . God hath not appointed us 
to wrath, but to obtain salvation by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 10 Who died for us, that, whether 
we wake or sleep, we should live together with 
him.

9 Nevertheless, if 
thou warn the wicked of his way to turn from 
it ; if he do not turn from his way, he shall die in 
his inquity; but thou hast delivered thy soul.

Jas. 1 : 15 . . . When lust hath conceived, it

be hurt of the second death.

2 But have renounced the hidden things of dis- 
honesty, not walking in craftiness, nor handling 
the word of God deceitfully; but, by manifestation 
of the truth, commending ourselves to every man’s 
conscience in the sight of God.

Psa. 14 : 1 The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God. . . . 

Psa. 94 : 11 The Lord knoweth the thoughts 
of man, that they are vanity. 

Psa. iso : 3 If thou. Lord, shouldest mark in- 
iquities, 0 Lord, who shall stand? 

Prov. 20 : 6 Most men will proclaim every one 
his own goodness: but a faithful man who can 
find? 9 Who can say, I have made my heart 
clean, I am pure from my sin? 

Ecc. 7 : 20 . . . There is not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinneth not. 29 Lo, 
this only have I found, that God hath made man 
upright; but they have sought out many inven- 
tions. 

Ecc. 8 : 11 Because sentence against an evil 

work is not executed speedily, therefore the heart 
of the sons of men is fully set in them to do evil.

John 3: 19 . . . This is the condemnation, 

that light is come into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, because their deeds 
were evil.

find not* 19 For the good that I would, I do 
not: but the evil which I would not, that I do* 
20 Now if I do that I would not, it is no more I 
that do it, but sin that dwelleth in me* 21 I find 
then a law, that, when I would do good, evil is 
present with me* 22 For I delight in the law of 
God after the inward man : 23 But I see another 

law in my members, warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the 
law of sin which is in my members* 24 0 wretch- 
ed man that I ami who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death? 25 I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. So then with the mind 
I myself serve the law of God; but with the flesh 
the law of sin. 

Rom. 8 : 5 . . . They that are after the flesh 

do mind the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit, the things of the Spirit* 6 
For to be carnally minded is death; but to be spir- 
itually minded is life and peace* 7 Because the 
carnal mind is enmity against God : for it is not 
subject to the law of God, neither indeed can be. 
8 So then they that are in the flesh cannot please 
God. 13 ... If ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die : but if ye through the Spirit do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye shall live. 

I. Cor. 2 : 14 . . . The natural man receiveth 

not the things of the Spirit of God : for they are 
foolishness unto him : neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned. 15 But 
he that is spiritual judgeth all things, yet he him- 
self is judged of no man. 

I. Cor. 3 : 3 . . * Whereas there is among you 
envying, and strife, and divisions, are ye not car- 
nal, and walk as men?

Prov. 28 : 7 Whoso keepeth the law is a wise 
son: but he that is a companion of riotous men 
shameth his father. 19 He that tilleth his land 
shall have plenty of bread : but he that followeth 
after vain persons shall have poverty enough. 

Prov. 29 : 24 Whoso is partner with a thief 
hateth his own soul : he heareth cursing, and be- 
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wrayeth it not. 

Ecc. 9 : 18 Wisdom is better than weapons of 

war : but one sinner destroyeth much good. 

Matt. 24: 12 . . . Because iniquity shall 

abound, the love of many shall wax cold. 13 But 
he that shall endure unto the end, the same shall 
be saved. 

Rom. 16 : 17 . . . Mark them which cause di- 

visions and offences contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned; and avoid them. 18 For they 
that are such serve not our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
their own belly; and by good words and fair 
speeches deceive the hearts of the simple. 

I. Cor. 6 : 6 . . . Know ye not that a little 
leaven leaveneth the whole lump? 9 I wrote unto 
you in an epistle not to company with forni- 
cators: 10 Yet not altogether with the forni- 
cators of this world, or with the covetous, or 
extortioners, or with idolaters; for then must ye 
needs go out of the world. 11 But now I have 
written unto you not to keep company, if any man 
that is called a brother be a fornicator, or covet- 
ous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or 
an extortioner ; with such a one no not to eat. 

I. Cor. 16 : 33 Be not deceived : evil commu- 
nications corrupt good manners. 

II. Cor. 6 : 14 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 

gether with unbelievers : for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? and what 
communion hath light with darkness? 16 And 
what concord hath Christ with Belial? or what 
part hath he that believeth with an infidel? 17 
Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you, 

Eph. 6 : 11 . . , Have no fellowship with the 
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unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove 
them, 12^ For it is a shame even to speak of those 
things which are done of them in secret. 

L Tim. 5 : 22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 

neither be partaker of other men^s sins: keep 
thyself pure. 

I. Tim. 6 : 3 If any man teach otherwise, and 

consent not to wholesome words, even the words of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and to the doctrine which 
is according to godliness; 4 He is proud, know- 
ing nothing, but doting about questions and strifes 
of words, whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, 
evil surmisings, 5 Perverse disputings of men 
of corrupt minds, and destitute of the truth, sup- 
posing that gain is godliness : from such withdraw 
thyself. 9 . . . They that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many foolish 
and hurtful lusts, which drown men in destruction 
and perdition. 10 For the love of money is the 
root of all evil: which while some coveted after, 
they have erred from the faith, and pierced them- 
selves through with many sorrows. 11 But thou, 
O man of God, flee these things ; and follow after 
righteousness, godliness, faith, love, patience, 
meekness. 

II. Tim. 3 : 2 . . . Men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphem- 
ers, disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
3 Without natural affection, trucebreakers, false 
accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good, 4 Traitors, heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God; 5 
Having a form of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof : from such turn away. 

See Influence, Evil ; Wicked. 
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EXAMPLE 

Matt. 5 : 16 Let your light so shine before 

men, that they may see your good works, and glo- 
rify your Father which is in heaven. 48 Be ye 
. . . perfect, even as your Father which is in 
heaven is perfect. 

Luke 6 : 36 Be ye . . . merciful, as your Fa- 
ther also is merciful. 

John 13 : 16 ... I have given you an example, 

that ye should do as I have done to you. 

Bom. 16 : 2 Let every one of us please his 
neighbour for his good to edification. 

I. Cor. 8 : 8 . . . Meat commendeth us not to 

God: for neither, if we eat, are we the better; 
neither, if we eat not, are we the worse. 9 But 
take heed lest by any means this liberty of yours 
become a stumblingblock to them that are weak. 
13 Wherefore, if meat make my brother to offend, 
I will eat no flesh while the world standeth, lest I 
make my brother to offend. 

I. Cor. 11 : 1 Be ye followers of me, even as I 

also am of Christ. 

Phil. 3 : 17 Brethren, be followers together of 

me, and mark them which walk so as ye have us 
for an ensample. 

II. Thess. 3: 7 . . .Ye ought to follow us: 

for we behaved not ourselves disorderly among 
you; 8 Neither did we eat any man’s bread for 
nought; but wrought with labour and travail 
night and day, that we might not be chargeable to 
any of you : 9 Not because we have not power, 

but to make ourselves an ensample unto you to 
follow us. 10 For even when we were with you, 
this we commanded you, that if any would not 
work, neither should he eat. 

I. Tim. 1 : 16 . . . Christ Jesus came into the 
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world to save sinners; of whom I am chief. 16 
Howbeit for this cause I obtained mercy, that in 
me first Jesus Christ might shew forth all long- 
suffering, for a pattern to them which should 
hereafter believe on him to life everlasting. 

I. Tim. 4 : 12 Let no man despise thy youth ; 

but be thou an example of the believers, in word, 
in conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in 
purity. 

Tit. 2 : 1 . . . Speak thou the things which 

become sound doctrine : 7 In all things shewing 
thyself a pattern of good works : in doctrine shew- 
ing uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity, 8 Sound 
speech, that cannot be condemned ; that he that is 
of the contrary part may be ashamed, having no 
evil thing to say of you. 

Jas. 5: 10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, 

who have spoken in the name of the Lord, for an 
example of suffering affliction, and of patience. 
11 Behold, we count them happy which endure. 
Ye have heard of the patience of Job, and have 
seen the end of the Lord; that the Lord is very 
pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

I. Pet. 2: 11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 

strangers and pilgrims, abstain from fleshly 
lusts, which war against the soul; 12 Having 
your conversation honest among the Gentiles: 
that, whereas they speak against you as evil do- 
ers, they may by your good works, which they 
shall behold, glorify God in the day of visitation. 
13 Submit yourselves to every ordinance of man 
for the Lord’s sake : whether it be to the king, as 
supreme; 14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punishment of evil 
doers, and for the praise of them that do well. 15 
For so is the will of God, that with well doing ye 
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may put to silence the ignorance of foolish men : 

I. Pet. 5 : 2 Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight thereof, not by 
constraint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but 
of a ready mind; 3 Neither as being lords over 
God’s heritage, but being ensamples to the flock.

EXCUSE 

Matt. 25 : 24 Then he which had received the 
one talent came and said. Lord, I knew thee that 
thou art a hard man, reaping where thou hast not 
sown, and gathering where thou hast not strewed : 

25 And I was afraid, and went and hid thy talent 
in the earth: lo, there thou hast that is t hin e. 

26 His lord answered and said unto him. Thou 
wicked and slothful servant, thou knewest that I 
reap where I sowed not, and gather where I have 
not strewed : 27 Thou oughtest therefore to have 
put my money to the exchangers, and then at my 
coming I should have received mine own with 
usury. 28 Take therefore the talent from him, 
and give it unto him which hath ten talents. 29 
For unto every one that hath shall be given, and 
he shall have abundance : but from him that hath 
not shall be taken away even that which he hath. 
30 And cast ye the unprofitable servant into outer 
darkness : there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

Luke 9 : 59 ... He said unto another. Follow 

me. But he said. Lord, suffer me first to go and 
bury my father. 60 Jesus said unto him. Let the 
dead bury their dead : but go thou and preach the 
kingdom of God. 61 And another also said. 
Lord, I will follow thee; but let me first go bid 
them farewell, which are at home at my house. 
62 And Jesus said unto him. No man, having put 
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his hand to the plough, and looking back, is fit for 
the kingdom of God. 

Rom. 1 : 20 . . . They are without excuse : 
21 Because that, when they knew God, they glori- 
fied him not as God, neither were thankful; but 
became vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

Rom. 2 : 1 . . . Thou art inexcusable, 0 man, 
whosoever thou art that judges! : for wherein thou 
judges! another, thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judges! does! the same things. 

EXPEDIENCY 

Rom. 14 : 14 I know, and am persuaded by the 

Lord Jesus, that there is nothing unclean of itself : 
but to him that esteemeth any thing to be un- 
clean, to him it is unclean. 15 But if thy brother 
be grieved with thy meat, now walkest thou not 
charitably. Destroy not him with thy meat, for 
whom Christ died. 21 It is good neither to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing whereby 
thy brother stumbleth, or is oifended, or is made 
weak. 

I. Cor. 8 : 8 . . . Meat commendeth us not to 

God: for neither, if we eat, are we the better; 
neither, if we eat not, are we the worse. 9 But 
take heed lest by any means this liberty of yours 
become a stumblingblock to them that are weak. 
13 Wherefore, if meat make my brother to offend, 
I will eat no flesh while the world standeth, lest 
I make my brother to offend. 

I. Cor. 9 : 19 . . . Though I be free from all 

men, yet have I made myself servant unto all, 
that I might gain the more. 20 And unto the 
Jews I became as a Jew, that I might gain the 
Jews; to them that are under the law, as under 
the law, that I might gain them that are under 
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the law; 21 To them that are without law, as 
without law, (being not without law to God, but 
under the law to Christ,) that I might gain them 
that are without law. 22 To the weak became I as 
weak, that I might gain the weak : I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all means save 
some. 

I. Cor. 10 : 23 All things are lawful for me, 

but all things are not expedient: all things are 
lawful for me, but all things edify not. 27 If any 
of them that believe not bid you to a feast, and ye 
be disposed to go; whatsoever is set before you, 
eat, asking no question for conscience' sake. 32 
Give none offence, neither to the Jews, nor to the 
Gentiles, nor to the church of God : 33 Even as I 

please all men in all things, not seeking mine own 
profit, but the profit of many, that they may be 
saved.

EXTORTION 

I. Cor. 5: 9 1 wrote unto you in an epistle not 
to company with fornicators: 10 Yet not alto- 
gether with the fornicators of this world, or with 
the covetous, or extortioners, or with idolaters;

But now I have written unto you not to keep com- 
pany, if any man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner ; with such a one 
no not to eat. 

I. Cor. 6 : 9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be not de- 
ceived : neither fornicators, ... 10 . . . nor 

extortioners, shall inherit the kingdom of God. 
See Oppression; Unjust Gain. 
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EXTRAVAGANCE 

Prov. 10: 4 He becometh poor that dealeth 
with a slack hand: but the hand of the diligent 
maketh rich. 

Prov. 21 : 17 He that loveth pleasure shall 

he a poor man : he that loveth wine and oil shall 
not be rich. 20 There is treasure to be desired 
and oil in the dwelling of the wise; but a foolish 
man spendeth it up. 

Luke 12 : 19 ... I will say to my soul. Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry. 20 But 
God said unto him. Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required of thee: then whose shall those 
things be, which thou hast provided? 

Luke 15 : 12 . . . The younger of them said to 
his father, Father, give me the portion of goods 
that falleth to me. And he divided unto them his 
living. 13 And not many days after the younger 
son gathered all together, and took his journey 
into a far country, and there wasted his substance 
with riotous living. 14 And when he had spent 
all, there arose a mighty famine in that land; and 
he began to be in want. 16 And he went and 
joined himself to a citizen of that country; and he 
sent him into his fields to feed the swine. 16 
And he would fain have filled his belly with the 
husks that the swine did eat: and no man gave 
unto him. 17 And when he came to himself, he 
said. How many hired servants of my father’s 
have bread enough and to spare, and I perish with 
hunger !

Psa. 27 : 14 Wait on the Lord : be of good 
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courage, and he shall strengthen thine heart : wait, 
I say, on the Lord. 

Psa. 33 : 18 Behold, the eye of the Lord is 

upon them that fear him, upon them that hope in 
his mercy; 19 To deliver their soul from death, 
and to keep them alive in famine. 

Psa. 34 : 22 The Lord redeemeth the soul of 
his servants : and none of them that trust in him 
shall be desolate. 

Psa. 112 : 5 A good man sheweth favour, and 

lendeth: he will guide his affairs with discretion. 
7 He shall not be afraid of evil tidings : his heart 
is fixed, trusting in the Lord. 

Psa. 118 : 8 It is better to trust in the Lord 

than to put confidence in man. 9 It is better to 
trust in the Lord than to put confidence in princes. 

Prov. 3: 5 Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine own understand- 
ing.

4 Trust ye in the Lord for 
ever: for in the Lord JEHOVAH is everlasting 
strength. 

Jer. 17 : 7 Blessed is the man that trusteth in 
the Lord, and whose hope the Lord is. 

Nah. 1 : 7 The Lord is good, a strong hold in 
the day of trouble; and he knoweth them that 
trust in him. 

Hab. 2: 4 . . . The just shall live by his 
faith. 

Matt. 6 : 31 . . . Take no thought, saying. 
What shall we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, 
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Wherewithal shall we be clothed? 82 (For after 
all these things do the Gentiles seek:) for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of all 
these things. _ 33 But seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness ; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

Matt. 9 : 22 . . . Jesus . . . said, Daughter, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath made thee 
whole. And the woman was made whole from that 
hour. 

Matt. 17 : 18 . . . Jesus rebuked the devil ; 
and he departed out of him : and the child was 
cured from that very hour. 19 Then came the 
disciples to Jesus apart, and said. Why could not 
we cast him out? 20 And Jesus said unto them. 
Because of your unbelief: for verily I say unto 
you. If ye have faith as a grain of mustard seed, 
ye shall say unto this mountain. Remove hence to 
yonder place; and it shall remove: and nothing 
shall be impossible unto you. 

Matt. 21: 21 Jesus . . . said unto them. Ver- 
ily I say unto you. If ye have faith, and doubt not, 
ye shall not orily do this which is done to the fig 
tree, but also if ye shall say unto this mountain. 
Be thou removed, and be thou cast into the sea; 
it shall be done. 22 And all things, whatsoever 
ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive. 

Mark 9 : 23 Jesus said unto him. If thou canst 

believe, all things are possible to him that believ- 

eth. 

Mark 11 : 22 . . . Jesus . . . saith unto 

them. Have faith in God. 

Mark 16 : 16 He that believeth and is bap- 

tized shall be saved ; but he that believeth not shall 
be damned. 17 And these signs shall follow 
them that believe ; In my name shall they cast out 
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devils; they shall speak with new tongues; 18 
They shall take up serpents; and if they drink 
any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover. 

John 3 : 16 . . . God so loved the world, that 

he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. 18 He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten Son of God. 36 
He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life : 
and he that believeth not the Son shall not see 
life ; but the wrath of God abideth on him. 

John 5 : 24 Verily, verily, I say unto you. He 

that heareth my word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation ; but is passed from death unto 
life. 

John 6 : 35 . . . Jesus said unto them, I am 

the bread of life : he that cometh to me shall never 
hunger; and he that believeth on me shall never 
thirst. 

John 11 : 25 Jesus said unto her, I am the 
resurrection, and the life : he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live : 26 And 
whosoever liveth and believeth in me shall never 
die. . . . 

John 12 : 46 I am come a light into the world, 
that whosoever believeth on me should not abide 
in darkness. 

John 14 : 1 Let not your heart be troubled : ye 

believe in God, believe also in me. 11 Believe 
me that I am in the Father, and the Father in me : 
or else believe me for the very works' sake. 12 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believeth 
on me, the works that I do shall he do also ; and 
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greater works than these shall he do : because I go 
unto my Father. 

John 20: 27 Then saith he to Thomas, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my hands ; and reach 
hither thy hand, and thrust it into my side; and 
be not faithless, but believing. 28 And Thomas 
answered and said unto him. My Lord and my 
God. 2& Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, because 
seen me, thou hast believed: blessed 
are they that have not seen, and yet have believed. 

Acts 3 : 6 . . . Peter said. Silver and gold 

have I none ; but such as I have give I thee: In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and 
walk. 8 And he leaping up stood, and walked, 
and entered with them into the temple, walking, 
and leaping, and praising God. 12 . . . Peter 
. . . answered unto the people. Ye men of Israel, 
why marvel ye at this? or why look ye so ear- 
nestly on us, as though by our own power or holi- 
ness we had made this man to walk? 13 The 
God of Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the 
God of our fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus; 
... 16 And his name, through faith in hia 

name, hath made this man strong, whom ye see 
and know: yea, the faith which is by him hath 
given him this perfect soundness in the presence 
of you all. 

Acts 10 : 43 To him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his name whosoever believeth 
in him shall receive remission of sins. 

Rom. 1 : 16 ... I am not ashamed of the 

gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth; to the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek. 17 For therein is 
the righteousness of God revealed from faith to 
faith : as it is written. The just shall live by faith. 
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Rom. 3 : 22 Even the righteousness of God 

which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and upon 
all them that believe ; for there is no difference : 
23 For all have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God; 24 Being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus: 25 Whom God hath set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in his blood, to declare 
his righteousness for the remission of sins that 
are past, through the forbearance of God; 26 
To declare, I say, at this time his righteousness : 
that he might be just, and the justifier of him 
which believeth in Jesus. 27 Where is boasting 
then? It is excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay; but by the law of faith. 28 Therefore we 
conclude that a man is justified by faith without 
the deeds of the law. 29 Is he the God of the 
Jews only? is he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also: 30 Seeing it is one God, 
which shall justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 31 Do we then 
make void the law through faith? God forbid: 
yea, we establish the law. 

Rom. 4 : 4 ... To him that worketh is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 6 
But to him that worketh not, but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted 
for righteousness. 

Rom. 5: 1 . . . Being justified by faith, we 

have peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ : 2 By whom also we have access by faith 
into this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice in 
hope of the glory of God. 

Rom. 9 : 31 . . . Israel, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, hath not attained to the 
law of righteousness. 32 Wherefore? Because 
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they sought it not by faith, but as it were by the 
works of the law. For they stumbled at that 
sturnblingstone ; 33 As it is written, Behold, I 
lay in Sion a sturnblingstone and rock of offence : 
and whosoever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. 

Rom. 10 : 4 . . . Christ is the end of the law 

for righteousness to every one that believeth. 9 
... If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved. 10 For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation. 

Rom. 15 : 13 Now the God of hope fill you 

with all joy and peace in believing, that ye may 
abound in hope, through the power of the Holy 
Ghost. 

I. Cor. 2: 5 . . . Your faith should not stand 
in the wisdom of men, but in the power of God. 

I. Cor. 12 : 8 ... To one is given by the 

Spirit the word of wisdom ; . . . 9 To another 

faith by the same Spirit ; . . . 

I. Cor. 13 : 13 . . . Now abideth faith, hope, 

charity, these three; but the greatest of these is 
charity. 

II. Cor. 5 ; 7 ( ... We walk by faith, not by 
sight:) 

Gal. 2 : 16 Knowing that a man is not justified 

by the works of the law, but by the faith of Jesus 
Christ, even we have believed in Jesus Christ, 
that we might be justified by the faith of Christ, 
and not by the works of the law : for by the works 
of the law shall no flesh be justified. 

Gal. 3 : 7 Know ye . . . that they which are 

of faith, the same are the children of Abraham. 
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9 So then they which be of faith are blessed 
with faithful Abraham. 13 Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, being made 
a curse for us : for it is written, Cursed is every 
one that hangeth on a tree : 14 That the blessing 

of Abraham might come on the Gentiles through 
Jesus Christ; that we might receive the promise 
of the Spirit through faith. 

Gal. 5 : 22 . . . The fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, 23 Meekness, temperance: against such 
there is no law. 

Eph. 2 : 8 ... By grace are ye saved through 

faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the gift 
of God: 

Eph. 6: 11 Put on the whole armour of God, 

that ye may be able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil. 16 Above all, taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked. 

Col. 2 : 6 As ye have . . . received Christ 

Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in him: 12 Buried 
with him in baptism, wherein also ye are risen 
with him through the faith of the operation of 
God, who hath raised him from the dead. 

I. Thess. 5 : 8 . . . Let us, who are of the day, 

be sober, putting on the breastplate of faith and 
love ; and for a helmet, the hope of salvation. 

I. Tim. 1 : 6 . . . The end of the command- 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, and of a good 
conscience, and of faith unfei^ed: 18 This 
charge I commit unto thee, son Timothy, accord- 
ing to the prophecies which went before on thee, 
that thou by them mightest war a good warfare ; 
19 Holding faith, and a good conscience; which 
some having put away, concerning faith have 
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made shipwreck: 

I. Tim. 6 : 11 . . . Thou, O man of Giod, . . . 
follow after righteousness, godliness, faith, love, 
patience, meekness. 12 Fight the good fight of 
faith, lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou art 
also called, and hast professed a good profession 
before many witnesses. 17 Charge them that 
are rich in this world, that they be not high- 
minded, nor trust in uncertain riches, but in the 
living God, who giveth us richly all things to 
enjoy; 

II. Tim. 3 : 15 ... From a child thou hast 

known the holy Scriptures, which are able to make 
thee wise unto salvation through faith which is 
in Christ Jesus. 

II. Tim. 4: 7 I have fought a good fight, I 
have finished my course, I have kept the faith : 8 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: and not to me 
only, but unto all them also that love his appear- 
ing.

26 His lord answered 
and said unto him. Thou wicked and slothful 
servant, thou knewest that I reap where I sowed 
not, and gather where I have not strewed: 27 
Thou oughtest therefore to have put my money 
to the exchangers, and then at my coming I should 
have received mine own with usury. 28 Take 
therefore the talent from him, and give it unto 
him which hath ten talents. 29 For unto every 
one that hath shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance: but from him that hath not shall be 
taken away even that which he hath. 30 And 
cast ye the unprofitable servant into outer dark- 
ness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth.

no darkness at all. 6 If we say that we have 
fellowship with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth:

him verily is the love of God perfected: hereby 
know we that we are in him. 6 He that saith he 
abideth in him ought himself also so to walk, even 
as he walked. 

He that keepeth his com- 
mandments dwelleth in him, and he in him. And 
hereby we know that he abideth in us, by the 
Spirit which he hath given us.

Jesus is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, and 
he in God. 16 . . . God is love; and he that 
dwelleth in love dwelleth in God, and God in him. 
19 We love him, because he first loved us.

God is come, and hath given us an understanding, 
that we may know him that is true ; and we are 
in him that is true, even in his Son Jesus Christ. 
This is the true God, and eternal life.

John 13 : 34 A new commandment I give unto 

you, That ye love one another; as I have loved 
you, that ye also love one another. 

Acts 20 : 35 I have shewed you all things, how 

that so labouring ye ought to support the weak, 
and to remember the words of the Lord Jesus, how 
he said, It is more blessed to give than to receive. 

Rom. 14 : 10 . . . Why dost thou judge thy 

brother? or why dost thou set at nought thy 
brother? for we shall all stand before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ. 13 Let us not therefore 
judge one another any more: but judge this 
rather, that no man put a stumblingblock or an 
occasion to fall in his brother’s way. 19 Let us 
therefore follow after the things which make for 
peace, and things wherewith one may edify an- 
other. 21 It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to 
drink wine, nor any thing whereby thy brother 
stumbleth, or is offended, or is made weak.

ourselves. 2 Let every one of us please his neigh-^ 
hour for his good to edification. 3 For even 
Christ pleased not himself ; but, as it is written. 
The reproaches of them that reproached thee fell 
on me. 5 Now the God of patience and consola- 
tion grant you to be likeminded one toward an- 
other according to Christ Jesus : 6 That ye may 
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with one mind and one mouth glorify God, even 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 7 "^ere- 
fore receive ye one another, as Christ also re- 
ceived us, to the glory of God. 

Rom. 16 : 17 . . . Mark them which cause 

divisions and offences contrary to the doctrine 
which ye have learned; and avoid them. 

I. Cor. 5 : 11 ... I have written unto you not 

to keep company, if any man that is called a 
brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, 
or a railer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner; with 
such a one no not to eat.

Prov. 10: 1 . . . A wise son maketh a glad 

father: hut a foolish son is the heaviness of his 
mother. 8 The wise in heart will receive com- 
mandments : but a prating fool shall fall. 18 He 
that hideth hatred with lying lips, and he that 
uttereth a slander, is a fool. 

Prov. 14 : 7 Go from the presence of a foolish 

man, when thou perceives! not in him the lips of 
knowledge. 8 The wisdom of the prudent is to 
understand his way : but the folly of fools is de- 
ceit. 9 Fools make a mock at sin: but among 
the righteous there is favour. 15 The simple be- 
lieveth every word : but the prudent man looketh 
well to his going. 16 A wise man feareth, and 
departeth from evil : but the fool rageth, and is 
confident.

He gave them bread from 
heaven to eat. 32 Then Jesus said unto them.

41 The 
Jews then murmured at him, because he said, I 
am the bread which came down from heaven, 54 
Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, 
hath eternal life; and I will raise him up at the 
last day. 55 For my flesh is meat indeed, and 
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my blood is drink indeed. 56 He that eateth my 
flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, and 
I in him. 57 As the living Father hath sent me, 
and I live by the Father; so he that eateth me, 
even he shall live by me. 58 This is that bread 
which came down from heaven: not as your 
fathers did eat manna, and are dead: he that 
eateth of this bread shall live for ever. 

Rom. 14 : 14 I know, and am persuaded by the 

Lord Jesus, that there is nothing unclean of itself : 
but to him that esteemeth any thing to be un- 
clean, to him it is unclean. 21 It is good neither 
to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, or 
is made weak. 

I. Cor. 8 : 13 ... If meat make my brother 

to offend, I will eat no flesh while the world 
standeth, lest I make my brother to offend.

that one bread. 21 Ye cannot drink the cup of 
the Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot be 
partakers of the Lord’s table, and of the table of 
devils. 27 If any of them that believe not bid 
you to a feast, and ye be disposed to go ; whatso- 
ever is set before you, eat, asking no question for 
conscience’ sake. 28 But if any man say unto 
you. This is offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat not 
for his sake that shewed it, and for conscience’ 
sake : for the earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof: 29 Conscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my liberty judged of 
another man’s conscience? 30 For if I by grace 
be a partaker, why am I evil spoken of for that 
for which I give thanks ? 31 Whether therefore 
ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the 
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glory of God. 

I. Tim. 4 : 1 . . . The Spirit speaketh ex- 

pressly, that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, ... 3 Forbidding to marry, 
aTid commavding to abstain from meats, which 
God hath created to be received with thanksgiving 
of them which believe and know the truth. 4 For 
every creature of God is good, and nothing to be 
refused, if it be received with thanksgiving: 5 
For it is sanctified by the word of God and prayer. 

FRIEND— FRIENDSHIP 

Prov. 11 : 13 A talebearer revealeth secrets : 

but he that is of a faithful spirit concealeth the 
matter. 

Prov. 17 : 9 He that covereth a transgression 

seeketh love ; but he that repeateth a matter sep- 
arateth very friends. 17 A friend loveth at all 
times, and a brother is born for adversity. 

Prov. 18 : 24 A man that hath friends must 
shew himself friendly : and there is a friend that 
sticketh closer than a brother. 

Prov. 22: 24 Make no friendship with an 
angry man; and with a furious man thou shalt 
not go ; 25 Lest thou learn his ways, and get a 
snare to thy soul.

II. Cor. 8 : 1 . . . We do you to wit of the 

grace of God bestowed on the churches of Mace- 
donia ; 2 How that in a great trial of affliction, 

the abundance of their joy and their deep poverty 
abounded unto the riches of their liberality. 3 
For to their power, I bear record, yea, and beyond 
their power they were willing of themselves ; 4 
Pra:^ng us with much entreaty that we would 
receive the gift, and take upon us the fellowship 
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of the ministering to the saints. 5 And this they 
did, not as we hoped, but first gave their own 
selves to the Lord, and unto us by the will of God. 
6 Insomuch that we desired Titus, that as he had 
begun, so he would also finish in you the same 
grace also. 7 Therefore, as ye abound in every 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and knowledge, and 
in all diligence, and in your love to us, see that 
ye abound in this grace also. 8 I speak not by 
commandment, but by occasion of the forward- 
ness of others, and to prove the sincerity of your 
love. 9 For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that, though he was rich, yet for your 
sakes he became poor, that ye through his poverty 
might be rich. 11 Now therefore perform the 
doing of it; that as there was a readiness to will, 
so there may be a performance also out of that 
which ye have. 12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to that a man hath, 
and not according to that he hath not. 

II. Cor. 9 : 15 Thanks be unto God for his un-

Gal. 6 : 6 Let him that is taught in the word 

communicate unto him that teacheth in all good 
things.

17 
Not because I desire a gift : but I desire fruit that 
may abound to your account. 18 But I have all, 
and abound: I am full, having received of Epa- 
phroditus the things which were sent from you, 
an odour of a sweet smell, a sacrifice acceptable, 
well pleasing to God. 19 But my God shall sup- 
ply all your need according to his riches in glory 
by Christ Jesus.

10 Blessed are 
they which are persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake: for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 11 
Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake. 12 Rejoice, and 
be exceeding glad: for great is your reward in 
heaven : . . . 34 ... I say unto you. Swear not 

at all ; neither by heaven ; for it is God’s throne : 

Matt. 6: 19 Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures upon earth, where moth and rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves break through and steal : 
20 But lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through nor steal : 

Matt. 18 : 10 Take heed that ye despise not 

one of these little ones ; for I say unto you. That 
in heaven their angels do always behold the face 
of my Father which is in heaven. 

Matt. 19 : 21 Jesus said unto him. If thou wilt 
be perfect, go and sell that thou hast, and give to 
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the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven : 
and come and follow me. 

Matt. 25 : 34 Then shall the King say unto 

them on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world : 

Mark 16 : 19 . . . After the Lord had spoken 

unto them, he was received up into heaven, and 
sat on the right hand of God. 

Luke 15 : 7 1 say unto you, that . . .joy shall 
be in heaven over one sinner that repenteth, more 
than over ninety and nine just persons, which 
need no repentance. 

Luke 20: 34 . . . Jesus . . . said unto them. 
The children of this world marry, and are given 
in marriage: 35 But they which shall be ac- 
counted worthy to obtain that world, and the 
resurrection from the dead, neither marry, nor 
are given in marriage : 36 Neither can they die 
any more : for they are equal unto the angels ; and 
are the children of God, being the children of the 
resurrection. 

John 14 : 2 In my Father’s house are many 
mansions : if it were not so, I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you. 3 And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also. 

II. Cor. 6 : 1 . . . We know that, if our earth- 

ly house of this tabernacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, a house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. 

I. Thess. 4 : 16 . . . The Lord himself shall 

descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of God : and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: 17 Then we 
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which are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 

Heb. 11 : 16 . . . They desire a better coun- 

try, that is, a heavenly: wherefore God is not 
ashamed to be called their God: for he hath pre- 
pared for them a city. 

Heb. 13 : 14 . . . Here have we no continuing 

city, but we seek one to come. 

I. Pet. 1 : 3 Blessed he the God and Father of 

our Lord Jesus Christ, which according to his 
abundant mercy hath begotten us again unto a 
lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, 4 To an inheritance incorrupti- 
ble, and undefiled, and that fadeth not away, re- 
served in heaven for you, 5 Who are kept by 
the power of God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time. 

Eev. 3 : 21 To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also 
overcame, and am set down with my Father in 
his throne. 

Rev. 7 : 9 ... I beheld, . . . lo, a great mul- 
titude, which no man could number, of all nations, 
and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood be- 
fore the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes and palms in their hands; 13 
And one of the elders answered, saying unto me. 
What are these which are arrayed in white robes ? 
and whence came they? 14 And I said unto him. 
Sir, thou knowest. And he said to me. These are 
they which came out of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 15 Therefore are they before 
the throne of God, and serve him day and night 
in his temple: and he that sitteth on the throne 
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shall dwell among them. 16 They shall hunger 
no more, neither thirst any more; neither shall 
the sun hght on them, nor any heat. 17 For the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the throne shall 
feed them, and shall lead them unto living foun- 
tains of waters : and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes. 

14 : 2 ... I heard a voice from heaven, 
as the voice of many waters, and as the voice of a 
^eat thunder: and I heard the voice of harpers 
harping with their harps : 3 And they sung as it 

were a new song before the throne, . . . 

Rev. 21 : 1 And I saw a new heaven and a new 

earth : for the first heaven and the first earth were 
passed away; and there was no more sea. 2 And 

I John saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming 

down from God out of heaven, prepared as a bride 
adorned for her husband. 3 And I heard a great 
voice out of heaven saying. Behold, the taber- 
mcle of God is with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and God him- 
self shall be with them, and he their God. 4 And 
God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, 
nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain : 
for the former things are passed away. 5 And 
he that sat upon the throne said. Behold, I make 
all things new. ... 9 And there came unto me 

one of the seven angels ... 10 And he carried 

me away in the spirit to a great and high moun- 
tain, and shewed me that great city, the holy 
Jerusalem, descending out of heaven from God, 

II Having the glory of God: ... 22 And I 

saw no temple therein : for the Lord God Almighty 
and the Lamb are the temple of it. 23 And the 
city had no need of the sun, neither of the moon, 
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to shine in it: for the glory of God did lighten it, 
and the Lamb is the light thereof. 24 And the 
nations of them which are saved shall walk in the 
light of it: and the kings of the earth do bring 
their glory and honour into it.

And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing 
that defileth, neither whatsoever worketh abomi- 
nation, or maketh a lie : but they which are writ- 
ten in the Lamb’s book of life.

water of life, clear as crystal, proceeding out of the 
throne of God and of the Lamb. 2 In the midst 
of the street of it, and on either side of the river, 
was there the tree of life, which bare twelve man- 
ner of fruits, and yielded her fruit every month : 
and the leaves of the tree were for the healing of 
the nations. 3 And there shall be no more curse : 
but the throne of God and of the Lamb shall be 
in it; and his servants shall serve him: 4 And 
they shall see his face ; and his name shall be in 
their foreheads. 5 And there shall be no night 
there; and they need no candle, neither light of 
the sun ; for the Lord God giveth them light : and 
they shall reign for ever and ever.

Matt. 5 : 22 ... I say unto you, That whoso- 
ever is angry with his brother without a cause 
shall be in danger of the judgment: and whoso- 
ever shall say to his brother, Raca, shall be in 
danger of the council: but whosoever shall say. 
Thou fool, shall be in danger of hell fire. 29 
... If thy right eye offend thee, pluck it out, 
and cast it from thee : for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast into hell. 30 
And if thy right hand offend thee, cut it off, and 
cast it from thee : for it is profitable for thee that 
one of thy members should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

Matt. 10 : 28 . . . Fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the soul; but 
rather fear him which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell. 

Matt. 16: 18 . . . Thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my church ; and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it. 

Matt. 18 : 8 ... If thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and cast them from thee : 
it is better for thee to enter into life halt or 
maimed, rather than having two hands or two feet 
to be cast into everlasting fire. 9 And if tViinA 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and cast it from

In hell he lifted up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus in his bosom. 24 And he cried and 
said. Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue ; for I am tormented 
in this flame. 25 But Abraham said. Son, re- 
member that thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy 
good things, and likewise Lazarus evil things : but 
now he is comforted, and thou art tormented. 26 
And beside all this, between us and you there is a 
great gulf fixed: so that they which would pass 
from hence to you cannot; neither can they pass 
to us, that would come from thence. 

II. Pet. 2 : 4 . . . God spared not the angels 

that sinned, but cast them down to hell, and de- 
livered them into chains of darkness, to be re- 
served unto judgment; 

Eev. 20: 10 . . . The devil that deceived 

them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, 

. . . and shall be tormented day and night for 
ever and ever. 13 And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it ; and death and hell delivered up 
the dead which were in them: and they were 
judged every man according to their works. 14 
And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death. 15 And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of life was cast intff 
the lake of fire. 

Eev. 21 : 8 . . . The fearful, and unbelieving, 

and the abominable, and murderers, and whore- 
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mongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in the lake which burn- 
eth with fire and brimstone : which is the second 
death. 

Rev. 22 : 15 . . . Without are dogs, and sor- 

cerers, and whoremongers, and murderers, and 
idolaters, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie. 

See Death, The Second; Unbelief; Wicked; 
also Heaven. 

HOLY GHOST— HOLY SPERIT— COMFORTER 

Job 32 : 8 . . . There is a spirit in man : and 

the inspiration of the Almighty giveth them un- 
derstanding. 

Job. 33 : 4 The Spirit of God hath made me, 
and the breath of the Almighty hath given me life. 

Psa. 139 : 7 Whither shall I go from thy 

Spirit? or whither shall I flee from thy presence? 

Zech. 4 : 6 . . . Not by might, nor by power, 

but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts. 

Matt. 1 : 18 Now the birth of Jesus Christ 

was on this wise : When as his mother Mary was 
espoused to Joseph, before they came together, 
she was found with child of the Holy Ghost. 

Matt. 3 : 16 . . . Jesus, when he was bap- 

tized, went up straightway out of the water : and, 
lo, the heavens were opened unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him; 17 And lo a voice from 
heaven, saying. This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased. 

Matt. 12 : 31 ... I say unto you. All manner 

of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men : 
but the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost shall not 
be forgiven unto men. 32 And whosoever speak- 
eth a word against the Son of man, it shall be for- 
given him: but whosoever speaketh against the 
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Holy Gliost, it shall not be forgiven him, neither 
in this world, neither in the world to come. 

Matt. 28 : 19 Go ye . . . and teach all nations, 

baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 

Luke 11: 13 If ye . . ., being evil, know how 

to give good gifts unto your children; how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him? 

John 3: 5 Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee. Except a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God. 6 That which is born of the flesh is flesh; 
and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. 7 
Marvel not that I said unto thee. Ye must be bom 
again. 8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is 
every one that is born of the Spirit. 

John 4 : 24 God is a Spirit : and they that wor- 
ship him must worship him in spirit and in truth. 

John 6 : 63 It is the Spirit that quickeneth ; 

the flesh profiteth nothing : the words that I speak 
unto you, they are spirit, and they are life. 

John 7 : 38 He that believeth on me, as the 
Scripture hath said, out of his belly shall flow 
rivers of living water. 39 (But this spake he of 
the Spirit, which they that believe on him should 
receive: for the Holy Ghost was not yet given; 
because that Jesus was not yet glorified.) 

John 14: 16 ... I will pray the Father, and 

he shall give you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever; 17 Even the Spirit of 
truth; whom the world cannot receive, because it 
seeth him not, neither knoweth him : but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
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you. 26 . . . The Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto 
you. 

John 15: 26 , . . When the Comforter is 
come, whom I will send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he shall testify of me : 

John 16 : 7 ... It is expedient for you that 
I go away : for if I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you; but if I depart, I 
will send him unto you. 8 And when he is come, 
he will reprove the world of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment: 9 Of sin, because 
they believe not on me; 10 Of righteousness, 
because I go to my Father, and ye see me no 
more; 11 Of judgment, because the prince of 
this world is judged. 13 . . . When he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you 
into all truth : for he shall not speak of himself ; 
but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak : 
and he will shew you things to come. 14 He shall 
glorify me : for he shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you. 

Acts 1 : 5 . . . John truly baptized with wa- 

ter ; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence. 8 ... Ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: ... 16 Men and brethren, this Scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which the Holy 
Ghost by the mouth of David spake before con- 
cerning Judas, which was guide to them that took 
Jesus. 

Acts 2 : 1 . . . When the day of Pentecost was 

fully come, they were all with one accord in one 
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place. 2 And suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 3 And 
there appeared unto them cloven tongues like as 
of fire, and it sat upon each of them. 4 And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost,_ and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. 32 . . . Jesus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 33 Therefore be- 
ing by the right hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, he hath shed forth this, which ye now see 
and hear. 38 Then Peter said unto them. Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

Acts 4: 31 . . . When they had prayed, the 

place was shaken where they were assembled to- 
gether; and they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word of God with bold- 
ness. 

Acts 5 : 30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on a tree. 31 
Him hath God exalted with his right hand to be 
a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 32 And we are 
his witnesses of these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to them that 
obey him. 

Acts 8 : 14 . . . When the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had re- 
ceived the word of God, they sent unto them Peter 
and John : 15 Who, when they were come down, 

prayed for them, that they might receive the Holy 
Ghost: 16 (For as yet he was fallen upon none 
of them : only they were baptized in the name of 
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the Lord Jesus.) 17 Then laid they their hands 
on them, and they received the Holy Ghost. 18 
And when Simon saw that through laying on of 
the apostles’ hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 19 Saying, Give me also 
this power, that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 20 But Peter said 
unto him. Thy money perish with thee, because 
thou hast thought that the gift of God may be 
purchased with money. 21 Thou hast neither 
part nor lot in this matter : for thy heart is not 
right in the sight of God. 22 Repent therefore 
of this thy wickedness, and pray God, if perhaps 
the thought of thine heart may be forgiven thee. 

Acts 10 : 44 While Peter yet spake . . . , the 

Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard the word. 
45 And they of the circumcision which believed 
were astonished, as many as came with Peter, be- 
cause that on the Gentiles also was poured out the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. 46 For they heard them 
speak with tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
swered Peter, 47 Can any man forbid water, 
that these should not be baptized, which have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost as well as we? 

Acts 11 : 15 ... As I began to speak, the Holy 

Ghost fell on them, as on us at the beginning. 
16 Then remembered I the word of the Lord, how 
that he said, John indeed baptized with water ; but 
ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

Acts 19 : 2 He said unto them. Have ye re- 

ceived the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And 
they said unto him. We have not so much as heard 
whether there be any Holy Ghost. 3 And he said 
unto them. Unto what then were ye baptized? 
And they said. Unto John’s baptism. 4 Then 
said Paul, John verily baptized with the baptism 
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of repentance, saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should come after 
him, that is, on Christ Jesus. 5 When they heard 
this, they were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 6 And when Paul had laid his hands upon 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spake with tongues, and prophesied. 

Rom. 5 : 5 . . . Hope maketh not ashamed ; 
because the love of God is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given unto us. 

Rom. 8 : 1 There is .. . now no condemna- 

tion to them which are in Christ Jesus, who walk 
not after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 2 For 
the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and death. 3 
For what the law could not do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned 
sin in the flesh : 4 That the righteousness of the 

law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. 5 For they that 
are after the flesh do mind the things of the flesh ; 
but they that are after the Spirit, the things of 
the Spirit. 9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in 
the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell in 
you. Now if any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his. 10 And if Christ be 
in you, the body is dead because of sin ; but the 
Spirit is life because of righteousness. 11 But if 
the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by 
his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 12 Therefore, 
brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, to live 
after the flesh. 13 For if ye live after the flesh, 
ye shall die : but if ye through the Spirit do morti- 
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fy the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 14 For as 
many as are led by the Spirit of God, they are 
the sons of God. 15 For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have re- 
ceived the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father. 16 The Spirit itself beareth wit- 
ness with our spirit, that we are the children of 
God : 26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our in- 
firmities : for we know not what we should pray 
for as we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh in- 
tercession for us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered. 27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, because 
he maketh intercession for the saints according to 
the will of God. 

Rom. 14 : 17 ... The kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost. 

Rom. 15 : 13 Now the God of hope fill you 

with all joy and peace in believing, that ye may 
abound in hope, through the power of the Holy 
Ghost. 

I. Cor. 2 : 9 ... It is written. Eye hath not 

seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God hath prepared 
for them that love him. 10 But ^d hath re- 
vealed them unto us by his Spirit : for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God. 
11 For what man knoweth the things of a man, 
save the spirit of man which is in him? even so 
the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit 
of God. 12 Now we have received, not the spirit 
of the world, but the Spirit which is of God ; that 
we might know the things that are freely given 
to us of God. 13 Which things also we speak, not 
in the words which man’s wisdom teacheth, but 
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which the Holy Ghost teacheth; comparing spir- 
itual things with spiritual. 14 But the natural 
man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God : 
for they are foolishness unto him : neither can he 
know them, because they are spiritually discerned. 

I. Cor. 6 : 19 What ! know ye not that your 

body is the temple of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, which ye have of God, and ye are not your 
own? 

I. Cor. 12 : 3 ... No man speaking by the 

Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: and . . . 
no man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but by the 
Holy Ghost. 4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 7 But the manifestation of 
the Spirit is given to every man to profit withal. 
8 For to one is given by the Spirit the word of 
wisdom ; to another the word of knowledge by the 
same Spirit; 9 To another faith by the same 
Spirit; to another the gifts of healing by the same 
Spirit; 10 To another the working of miracles; 
to another prophecy; to another discerning of 
spirits; to another divers kinds of tongues; to 
another the interpretation of tongues: 11 But 
all these worketh that one and the selfsame Spirit, 
dividing to every man severally as he will. 13 
For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one 
body, whether we he Jews or Gentiles, whether we 
he bond or free ; and have been all made to drink 
into one Spirit. 

II. Cor. 3 : 17 Now the Lord is that Spirit : 

and where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is lib- 
erty. 18 But we all, with open face beholding 
as in a glass the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory to glory, even as 
by the Spirit of the Lord. 

Gal. 3 : 2 This only would I learn of you, Ke- 
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ceived ye the Spirit by the works of the law, or 
by the hearing of faith? 13 Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, being made 
a curse for us: for it is written. Cursed is every 
one that hangeth on a tree : 14 That the bless- 

ing of Abraham might come on the Gentiles 
through Jesus Christ; that we might receive the 
promise of the Spirit through faith. 

Gal. 5: 5 . . , We through the Spirit wait 
for the hope of righteousness by faith. 16 This 
I say then. Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not 
fulfil the lust of the flesh. 17 For the flesh lust- 
eth against the Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh : and these are contrary the one to the other ; 
so that ye cannot do the things that ye would, 
18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not under 
the law. 22 . . . The fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, 23 Meekness, temperance: against such 
there is no law. 25 If we live in the Spirit, let 
us also walk in the Spirit. 

Gal, 6 : 8 . , . He that soweth to his flesh 

shall of the flesh reap corruption; but he t!^t 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life 
everlasting. 

Eph. 2 : 13 . . , Now, in Christ Jesus, ye 

who sometime were far off are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ. 18 For through him we both 
have access by one Spirit unto the Father.

Grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, where- 
by ye are sealed unto the day of redemption. 

Eph. 5 : 9 ( . . , The fruit of the Spirit is in 
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all goodness and righteousness and truth;) 18 
... Be not drunk with wine, wherein is excess ; 
but be filled with the Spirit ; 

Eph. 6 : 17 . . . Take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of 
God: 18 Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit, and watching thereunto 
with all perseverance and supplication for all 
saints ;

4 He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart; 
who hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity, nor 
sworn deceitfully. 

Prov. 11 : 1 A false balance is abomination to 
the Lord : but a just weight is his delight. 

Prov. 12 : 22 Lying lips are abomination to 

the Lord : but they that deal truly are his delight.

11 : 2 When pride cometh, then cometh 
shame: but with the lowly is wisdom.

struction of wisdom ; and before honour is humil- 
ity. 

Prov. 16: 19 Better it is to be of an humble 

spirit with the lowly, than to divide the spoil with 
the proud. 

22 : 4 By humility and the fear of the 
Lord are riches, and honour, and life. 

Prov. 27 : 2 Let another man praise thee, and 

not thine own mouth; a stranger, and not thine 
own lips.

For a servant when he reigneth ; and a fool when 
he is filled with meat ; 23 For an odious woman 
when she is married ; and a handmaid that is heir 
to her mistress. 

Prov. 31 : 10 Who can find a virtuous woman? 

for her price is far above rubies. 11 The heart 
of her husband doth safely trust in her, so that 
he shall have no need of spoil. 12 She will do 
him good and not evil all the days of her life. 
26 She openeth her mouth with wisdom ; and in 
her tongue is the law of kindness. 27 She look- 
eth well to the ways of her household, and eateth 
not the bread of idleness. 28 Her children arise 
up, and call her blessed ; her husband also, and he 
praiseth her. 30 Favour is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain : hut a woman that f eareth the Lord, she 
shall be praised. 31 Give her of the fruit of her 
hands ; and let her own works praise her in the 
gates. 
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Ecc. 9: 9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 

thou lovest all the days of the life of thy vanity, 
... for that is thy portion in this life, and in 
thy labour which thou takest under the sun. 

I. Cor. 7 : 2 . . . Let every man have his own 

wife, and let every woman have her own husband. 
3 Let the husband render unto the wife due benev- 
olence: and likewise also the wife unto the hus- 
band. 4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body but the husband : and likewise also the hus- 
band hath not power of his own body, but the 
wife. 6 But I speak this by permission, and 
not of commandment. 12 ... To the rest speak 
I, not the Lord : If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to dwell with 
him, let him not put her away. IS And the 
woman which hath a husband that believeth not, 
and if he be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 14 For the unbelieving husband 
is sanctified by the wife, and the unbelieving wife 
is sanctified by the husband : else were your chil- 
dren unclean ; but now are they holy. 15 But if 
the unbelieving depart, let him depart. A brother 
or a sister is not under bondage in such eases: 
but God hath called us to peace. 16 For what 
knowest thou, 0 wife, whether thou shalt save 
thy husband? or how knowest thou, O man, 
whether thou shalt save thy wife? 39 The wife 
is bound by the law as long as her husband liveth ; 
but if her husband be dead, she is at liberty to 
be married to whom she will ; only in the Lord. 

Eph. 5 : 25 Husbands, love your wives, even 

as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself 
for it; 26 That he might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of water by the word, 27 
That he might present it to himself a glorious 
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church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such 
thing; but that it should be holy and without 
blemish. 28 So_ ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth his wife loveth 
himself. 29 For no man ever yet hated his own 
flesh; but nourisheth and cherisheth it, even as 
the Lord the church : 30 For we are members of 
his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 31 For 
this cause shall a man leave his father and mother, 
and shall be joined unto his wife, and they two 
shall be one flesh. 32 This is a great mystery: 
but I speak concerning Christ and the church. 
33 Nevertheless, let every one of you in particular 
so love his wife even as himself ; and the wife see 
that she reverence her husband. 

Col. 3 : 18 Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord. 19 Hus- 
bands, love your wives, and be not bitter against 
them. 

I. Tim. 5 : 14 I -will . . . that the younger 

women marry, bear children, guide the house, 
give none occasion to the adversary to speak re- 
proachfully. 

Tit. 2 : 4 . . . Teach the young women to be 

sober, to love their husbands, to love their chil- 
dren, 5 To he discreet, chaste, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own husbands, that the 
word of God be not blasphemed. 

I. Pet. 3: 7 ... Ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving honour unto 
the wife, as unto the weaker vessel, and as being 
heirs together of the grace of life; that your 
prayers be not hindered.

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HYPOCRISY 

Prov. 11 : 9 A hypocrite with his mouth de- 

stroyeth his neighbour: but through knowledge 
shall the just be delivered. 

Prov. 20 : lA It is naught, it is naught, saith 
the buyer : but when he is gone his way, then he 
boasteth. 

Prov. 23 : 6 Eat thou not the bread of him 

that hath an evil eye, neither desire thou his 
dainty meats : 7 For as he thinketh in his heart, 

so is he : Eat and drink, saith he to thee ; but his 
heart is not with thee. 

Prov. 25 : 19 Confidence in an unfaithful man 

in time of trouble is like a broken tooth, and a foot 
out of joint. 

Matt. 6 : 1 Take heed that ye do not your alms 

before men, to be seen of them : otherwise ye have 
no reward of your Father which is in heaven. 
5 And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as 
the hsjpocrites are: for they love to pray standing 
in the synagogues and in corners of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men. Verily I say unto 
you. They have their reward. 

Matt. 7 : 4 . . . How wilt thou say to thy 

brother. Let me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye; and, behold, a beam is in thine own eye? 
5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye; and then shalt thou see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy brother’s eye. 15 
Beware of false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they are ravening 
wolves. 21 Not every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. 22 Many will say to me in 
that day. Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
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thy name? and in thy name have cast out devils? 
and in thy name done many wonderful works? 
23 And then will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you : depart from me, ye that work iniquity. 

Matt. 21: 28 . . .A certain man had two 
sons ; and he came to the first, and said. Son, go 
work to day in my vineyard. 29 He answered 
and said, I will not; but afterward he repented, 
and went. 30 And he came to the second, and 
said likewise. And he answered and said, I go, 
sir; and went not. 31 Whether of them twain 
did the will of his father? They say unto him. 
The first. . . . 

Matt. 23 : 23 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar- 
isees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of mint and 
anise and cummin, and have omitted the weightier 
matters of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith: 
these ought ye to have done, and not to leave the 
other undone. 24 Ye blind guides, which strain 
at a gnat, and swallow a camel. 25 Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
make clean the outside of the cup and of the plat- 
ter, but within they are full of extortion and ex- 
cess. 26 Thou blind Pharisee, cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and platter, that the out- 
side of them may be clean also. 27 Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hsrpocrites! for ye 
are like unto whited sepulchres, which indeed 
appear beautiful outward, but are within full of 
dead men’s bones, and of all uncleanness. 28 
Even so ye also outwardly appear righteous unto 
men, but within ye are full of hypocrisy and in- 
iquity. 33 Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation of hell? 

Mark 7 : 6 . . . Well hath Esaias prophesied 

of you hyqiocrites, as it is written. This people 
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honoureth me with their lips, but their heart is 
far from me. 7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the commandments of 
men. 

Mark 12 : 38 ... He said unto_ them in his 

doctrine, Beware of the scribes, which love to go 
in long clothing and love salutations in the mar- 
ketplaces, 39 And the chief seats in the syna- 
gogues, and the uppermost rooms at feasts: 40 
Which devour widows’ houses, and for a pretence 
make long prayers: these shall receive greater 
damnation. 

Luke 6 : 46 . . . Why call ye me. Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say? 

Luke 12 : 1 ... He began to say unto his dis- 

ciples first of aU, Beware ye of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. 2 For there is 
nothing covered, that shall not be revealed ; 
neither hid, that shall not be known. 

Luke 16 : 13 No servant can serve two mas- 

ters : for either he will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 
15 . . : Ye are they which justify yourselves be- 
fore men ; but God knoweth your hearts : for that 
which is highly esteemed among men is abomina- 
tion in the sight of God. 

Luke 18 : 115 Two men went up into the tem- 
ple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other a 
publican. 11 The Pharisee stood and prayed 
thus with himself, God, I thank thee, that I am 
not as other men are, extortioners, unjust, adul- 
terers, or even as this publican. 12 I fast twice 
in the week, I give tithes of all that I possess. 13 
And the publican, standing afar off, would not 
lift up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote 
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upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a 
sinner. 14 I tell you, this man went down to his 
house justified rather than the other: . . , 

Rom. 2 : 1 . . . Thou art inexcusable, O man, 
whosoever thou art that judgest : for wherein thou 
judgest another, thou condemnest thyself ; for thou 
that judgest doest the same things. 3 And think- 
est thou this, 0 man, that judgest them which do 
such things, and doest the same, that thou shalt 
escape the judgment of God? 21 Thou therefore 
which teachest another, teachest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man should not steal, dost 
thou steal? 22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou commit adultery? 
thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou commit sacri- 
lege? 23 Thou that makest thy boast of the law, 
through breaking the law dishonourest thou God? 
28^ For he is not a Jew, which is one outwardly; 
neither is that circumcision, which is outward in 
the flesh: 29 But he is a Jew, which is one in- 
wardly; and circumcision is that of the heart, in 
the spirit, and not in the letter; whose praise is 
not of men, but of God. 

Rom. 16 : 17 . . . Mark them which cause di- 

visions and offences contrary to the doctrine 
which ye have learned ; and avoid them. 18 For 
they that are such serve not our Lord Jesus Christ, 
but their own belly; and by good words and fair 
speeches deceive the hearts of the simple. 

I. Cor. 13 : 1 Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not charity, I am 
become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

I. Tim. 4 : 1 Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 

pressly, that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils; 2 Speaking lies in hypoc- 
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risy; having their conscience seared with a hot 
iron; 6 If thou put the brethren in remembrance 
of these things, thou shalt be a good minister of 
Jesus Christ, ... 

II. Tim. 3: 2 . . . Men shall be lovers of their 

own selves, ... 5 Having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof: from such turn 
away. 

Tit. 1 : 15 Unto the pure all things are pure : 

but unto them that are defiled and unbelieving is 
nothing pure ; but even their mind and conscience 
is defiled. 16 They profess that they know God ; 
but in works they deny him, being abominable, 
and disobedient, and unto every good work repro- 
bate. 

Jas. 1 : 22 ... Be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own selves. 26 
If any man among you seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth his own 
heart, this man’s religion is vain. 

Jas. 2 : 15 If a brother or sister be naked, and 

destitute of daily food, 16 And one of you say 
unto them, Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled; notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the body ; what doth it 
profit? 

Jas. 3: 17 . . . The wisdom that is from 

above is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and 
easy to be entreated, full of mercy and good fruits, 
without partiality, and without hypocrisy. 

Jas. 4 : 8 Draw nigh to God, and he will draw 

nigh to you. Cleanse your hands, ye sinners ; and 
purify your hearts, ye doubleminded. 

I. John 1 : 6 If we say that we have fellowship 

with him, and walk in darkness, we lie, and do 
not the truth: 10 If we say that we have not 
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sinned, we make him a liar, and his word is not 
in us. 

1. John 2: 4 He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, is a liar, and the 
truth is not in him. 9 He that saith he is in the 
light, and hateth his brother, is in darkness even 
until now.

IDLENESS— SLOTHFULNESS 

Prov. 6 : 6 Go to the ant, thou sluggard ; con- 
sider her ways, and be wise : 7 Which having no 
guide, overseer, or ruler, 8 Provideth her meat 
in the summer, and gathereth her food in the har- 
vest. 

Prov. 10 : 4 He becometh poor that dealeth 
with a slack hand: but the hand of the diligent 
maketh rich. 5 He that gathereth in summer is 
a wise son: hut he that sleepeth in harvest is a 
son that causeth shame. 26 As vinegar to the 
teeth, and as smoke to the eyes, so is the sluggard 
to them that send him. 

Prov. 12 : 9 He that is despised, and hath a 
servant, is better than he that honoureth himself, 
and lacketh bread. 24 The hand of the diligent 
shall bear rule: but the slothful shall be under 
tribute. 

Prov. 13 : 4 The soul of the sluggard desireth, 
and hath nothing: but the soul of the diligent 
shall be made fat. 

Prov. 14: 23 In all labour there is profit; but 
the talk of the lips tendeth only to penury. 

Prov. 18 : 9 He . . . that is slothful in his 

work is brother to him that is a great waster. 

Prov. 19 : 15 Slothfulness casteth into a deep 

sleep ; and an idle soul shall suffer hunger. 

Prov. 20 : 4 The sluggard will not plough by 
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reason of the cold; therefore shall he beg in har- 
vest, and have nothing. 13 Love not sleep, lest 
thou come to poverty: open thine eyes, and thou 
shalt be satisfied with bread. 

Prov. 23 : 21 . . . The drunkard and the glut- 
ton shall come to poverty: and drowsiness shall 
clothe a man with rags. 

Prov. 24 : SO I went by the field of the sloth- 
ful, and by the vineyard of the man void of under- 
standing; 31 And, lo, it was all grown over with 
thorns, and nettles had covered the face thereof, 
and the stone wall thereof was broken down. 32 
Then I saw, and considered it well : I looked upon 
it, and received instruction. 33 Yet a little sleep, 
a little slumber, a little folding of the hands to 
sleep : 34 So shall thy poverty come as one that 
travelleth; and thy want as an armed man. 

Prov. 26 : 16 The sluggard is wiser in his own 

conceit than seven men that can render a 
reason. 

Ecc. 4 : 5 The fool foldeth his hands together, 

and eateth his own flesh. 

Ecc. 10 : 18 By much slothfulness the build- 
ing decayeth; and through idleness of the hands 
the house droppeth through. 

Eom, 12 : 10 Be . . . 11 Not slothful in 

business; . . . 

II. Thess. 3: 10 . . . This we commanded 
you, that if any would not work, neither should 
he eat. 

Heb. 6 : 12 ... Be not slothful, but followers 
of them who through faith and patience inherit 
the promises.

IGNORANCE 

Job 8: 9 (. . . We are but of yesterday, and 
know nothing, because our days upon earth are 
a shadow:) 

Prov. 7 : 7 ... I discerned among the youths, 
a young man void of understanding, 10 And, 
behold, there met him a woman with the attire 
of a harlot, and subtile of heart. 21 With her 
much fair speech she caused him to yield, with 
the flattering of her lips she forced him. 22 He 
goeth after her straightway, as an ox goeth to the 
slaughter, or as a fool to the correction of the 
stocks; 23 Till a dart strike through his liver; 
as a bird hasteth to the snare, and knoweth not 
that it is for his life. 

Proy. 22 : 3 A prudent man f oreseeth the evil, 
and hideth himself: but the simple pass on, and 
are punished. 

Prov. 27 : 1 Boast not thyself of to morrow; 
for thou knowest not what a day may bring forth. 

Ecc. 9 : 12 . . . Man . . . knoweth not his 

time : as the fishes that are taken in an evil net, 
and as the birds that are caught in the snare ; so 
are the sons of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falleth suddenly upon them. 

Luke 12 : 48 . . . He that knew not, and did 
commit things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten 
with few stripes. For unto whomsoever much is 
given, of him shall be much required; and to 
whom men have committed much, of him they 
will ask the more. 

Luke 23 : 34 Then said Jesus, Father, forgive 
them ; for they know not what they do. . . . 

Acts 1 : 7 ... It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. 
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Acts 4 : 13 . . . When they saw the boldness 

of Peter and John, and perceived that they were 
unlearned and ignorant men, they marvelled ; and 
they took knowledge of them, that they had been 
with Jesus. 

Acts 17 : 23 ... As I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar with this inscrip- 
tion, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom there- 
fore ye ignorantly worship, him declare I unto 
you. 30 And the times of this ignorance Gk)d 
winked at; but now commandeth all men every 
where to repent: 

Eom. 8: 24 . . . We are saved by hope: but 
hope that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 25 But if we 
hope for that we see not, then do we with patience 
wait for it. 26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth 
our infirmities : for we know not what we should 
pray for as we ought : but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings which cannot 
be uttered. 

I. Cor. 2 : 7 • . . We speak the wisdom of God 
in a mystery, even the hidden wisdom, which God 
ordained before the world unto our glory; 8 
Which none of the princes of this world toew: 
for had they known it, they would not have cruci- 
fied the Lord of glory. 9 But as it is written. 
Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love him. 

I. Cor. 3 : 19 . . . The wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God : for it is written, He teketh 
the wise in their own craftiness. 20 And again. 
The Lord knoweth the thoughts of the wise, that 
they are vain. 

I. Cor. 13 : 9 . . . We know in part, and we 
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prophesy in part. 10 But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is in part shall 
be done away. 11 When I was a child, I spake 
as a child, I understood as a child, I thought as a 
child : but when I became a man, I put away child- 
ish things. 12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face : now I know in part; 
but then shall I know even as also I am known. 

Eph. 4 : 17 . . . Walk not as other Gentiles 
walk, in the vanity of their mind, 18 Having the 
understanding darkened, being alienated from the 
life of God through the ignorance that is in them, 
because of the blindness of their heart : 19 'W^o 
being past feeling have given themselves over unto 
lasciviousness, to work all uncleanness with greed- 
iness. 

I. Tim. 1 : 12 ... I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that he counted 
me faithful, putting me into the ministry; 13 
Who was before a blasphemer, and a persecutor, 
and injurious: but I obtained mercy, because I 
did it ignorantly in unbelief. 

Jas. 1 : 5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him 

ask of God, that giveth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not; and it shall be given him. 6 But 
let him ask in faith, nothing wavering: for he 
that wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven with 
the wind and tossed.

IMMORTALITY 

Psa. 23 : 6 Surely goodness and mercy shall 

follow me all the days of my life: and I will 
dwell in the house of the Lord for ever. 

Psa. 49 : 15 . . . God will redeem my soul 

from the power of the grave : for he shall receive 
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Prov. 14 : 32 The wicked is driven away in his 
wickedness: but the righteous hath hope in his 
death. 

Ecc. 12 : 7 Then shall the dust return to the 
earth as it was : and the spirit shall return unto 
God who gave it. 

Dan. 12 : 2 . . . Many of them that sleep in 

the dust of the earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame and everlasting 
contempt. 

Matt. 10 : 28 . . . Fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the soul: but 
rather fear him which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell. 

Matt, 16 : 26 . . . What is a man profited, if 
he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul? or what shall a man give in exchange for his 
soul? 27 For the Son of man shall come in the 
glory of his Father with his angels ; and then he 
shall reward every man according to his works. 

Matt. 19 : 16 . . . One came and said unto 

him. Good Master, what good thing shall I do, 
that I may have eternal life? 17 And he said 
unto him, ... If thou wilt enter into life, keep 
the commandments. 

Matt. 25: 46 . . . These shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the righteous into 
life eternal. 

Mark 10: 29 . , . Jesus . . . said. Verily I 
say unto you, There is no man that hath left house, 
or brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for my sake, and the 
gospel’s, 30 But he shall receive a hundredfold 
now in this time, houses, and brethren, and sis- 
ters, and mothers, and children, and lands, with 
persecutions ; and in the world to come eternal life.

26 And as touching the dead, that they 
nse; have ye not read in the book of Moses, how 
in the bush God spake unto him, saying, I am 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob? 27 He is not the God of the 
dead, but the God of the living: , . . 

^ • 14 ... As Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent m the wilderness, even so must the Son of 
man be lifted up: 15 That whosoever believeth 

should not perish, but have eternal life. 
16 Fot God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
mm should not perish, but have everlasting life. 

John 6.- 40 . . . This is the will of him that 
sent me, that every one which seeth the Son, and 
believeth on him, may have everlasting life : and 
I will raise him up at the last day, 50 This is 
the bread which cometh down from heaven, that 
a man may eat thereof, and not die. 51 I am 
the living bread which came down from heaven : 
if any man eat of this bread, he shall live for 
ever : and the bread that I will give is my flesh, 
which I will give for the life of the world. 53 
. . . Jesus said unto them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you. Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of 
man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in you. 
54 Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh my 
blood, hath eternal life ; and I will raise him up at 
the last day. 58 This is that bread which came 
down from heaven: not as your fathers did eat 
manna, and are dead : he that eateth of this bread 
shall live for ever. 

J ohn 10 : 27 My sheep hear my voice, and I 
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know them, and they follow me ; 28 And I give 
unto them eternal life; and they shall never per- 
ish, neither shall any man pluck them out of my 
hand. 

John 11 : 25 Jesus said unto her, I am the 
resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he live: 26 
And whosoever liveth and believeth in me shall 
never die. . . . 

John 14: 19 Yet a little while, and the world 
seeth me no more ; but ye see me : because I live, 
ye shall live also. 

Acts 26 : 8 Why should it be thought a thing 

incredible with you, that God should raise the 
dead? 

Rom. 2 : 6 Who will render to every man ac- 
cording to his deeds : 7 To them who by patient 
continuance in well doing seek for glory and hon- 
our and immortality, eternal life : 

Rom. 6 : 22 . . . Being made free from sin, 
and become servants to God, ye have your fruit 
unto holiness, and the end everlasting life. 23 
For the wages of sin is death ; but the gift of God 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

I. Cor. 16 : 12 Now if Christ be preached that 

he rose from the dead, how say some among you 
that there is no resurrection of the dead ? 16 For 
if the dead rise not, then is not Christ raised: 
17 And if Christ be not raised, your faith is 
vain ; ye are yet in your sins. 18 Then they also 
which are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. 
19 If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we 
are of all men most miserable. 20 But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and become the first- 
fruits of them that slept. 21 For since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection of 
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the dead. 22 For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive.

They that tarry long at the wine; they that go to 
seek mixed wine. 31 Look not thou upon the 
wine when it is red, when it giveth his colour in 
the cup, when it moveth itself aright. 32 At the 
last it biteth like a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder. 

Prov. 31 : 4 It is not for kings, 0 Lemuel, it is 
not for kings to drink wine; nor for princes 
strong drink: 5 Lest they drink, and forget the 
law, and pervert the judgment of any of the af- 
flicted.

and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 

Markl: 11 . . . There came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.

45 Then cometh he to his disciples, and saith unto 
them, Sleep on now, and take your rest: behold, 
the hour is at hand, and the Son of man is be- 
trayed into the hands of sinners. 64 Jesus saith 
unto bim, . . . Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, and com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven. 

Mark 2 : 10 . . . That ye may know that the 

Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins, 
(he saith to the sick of the palsy,) 11 I say 
unto thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, and go thy 
way into thine house. 28 . . . The Son of man 
is Lord also of the sabbath. 

Mark 10 : 33 . . . Behold, we go up to Jeru- 
salem ; and the Son of man shall be delivered unto 
the chief priests, and unto the scribes; and they 
shall condei3in him to death, and shall deliver him 
to the Gentiles : 

Mark 13 : 26 . . . Then shall they see the Son 
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of man coming in the clouds with great power and 
glory. 

Luke 17 : 22 ... He said unto the disciples, 
The days will come, when ye shall desire to see 
one of the days of the Son of man, and ye shall 
not see it. 

John 12 : 32 ... I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. 33 This he 
said, signifying what death he should die. 34 
The people answered him. We have heard out of 
the law that Christ abideth for ever : and how say- 
est thou.

with one mind and one mouth glorify God, even 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 7 Vliere- 
fore receive ye one another, as Christ also re- 
ceived us, to the glory of God. 

11. Cor. 8 : 9 ... Ye know the grace of our 

Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, yet 
for your sakes he became poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich. 

Eph. 5 : 2 . . . Walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given himself for us an 
offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweetsmell- 
ing savour.

Col. 3 : 12 Put on . . . , as the elect of 
God, holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, kind- 
ness, humbleness of mind, meekness, longsuffer- 
ing; 13 Forbearing one another, and forgiving 
one another, if any man have a quarrel against 
any: even as Christ forgave you, so also do ye. 
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Heb. 3 : 1 . . . Holy brethren, partakers of 

the heavenly calling, consider the Apostle and 
High Priest of our profession, Christ Jesus; 2 
Who was faithful to him that appointed him, as 
also Moses was faithful in all his house. 

Heb. 12 : 1 . . . Let us lay aside every 

weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience the race that is set 
before us, 2 Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy that was set 
before him endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God. 3 For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against himself, lest 
ye be wearied and faint in your minds. 4 Ye 
have not yet resisted unto blood, striving against 
sin. 

I. Pet. 1 : 15 ... As he which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of conver- 
sation ; 

I. Pet. 2 : 21 . . . Christ . . . suffered for 
us, leaving us an example, that ye should foUow 
his steps : 22 Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth : 23 Who, when he was re- 
viled, reviled not again; when he suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously: 24 Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should live unto right- 
eousness : by whose stripes ye were healed. 

I. Pet. 3 : 17 ... 7f is better, if the will of 

God be so, that ye suffer for well doing, than for 
evil doing. 18 For Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit: 
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I. Pet. 4 : 1 Forasmuch then as Christ hath 

suffered for us in the flesh, arm yourselves like- 
wise with the same mind: for he that hath suf- 
fered in the flesh hath ceased from sin ; 2 That 
he no longer should live the rest of his time in the 
flesh to the lusts of men, but to the will of God. 

I. John 2: 6 He that saith he abideth in him 

ought himself also so to walk, even as he walked. 

I. John 3: 2 . . . We know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is. 3 And every man that hath 
this hope in him purifieth himself, even as he is 
pxire. 16 Hereby perceive we the love of God, 
because he laid down his life for us : and we ought 
to lay down our lives for the brethren. 

Rev. 3 : 21 To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also 
overcame, and am set down with my Father in 
his throne.

with equity for the meek of the earth: and he 
shall smite the earth with the rod of his mouth, 
and with the breath of his lips shall he slay the 
wicked. 

Matt. 16 : 27 . . . The Son of man shall come 
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in the glory of his Father with his angels; and 
then he shall reward every man according to his 
works. 

Matt. 25 : 31 When the Son of man shall come 
in his glory, and all the holy angels with him, 
then shall he sit upon the throne of his glory: 

32 And before him shall be gathered all nations : 
and he shall separate them one from another, as 
a shepherd divideth Ms sheep from the goats: 

33 And he shall set the sheep on his right hand, 
but the goats on the left. 34 Then shall the King 
say unto them on his right hand. Come, ye blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world: 35 For 
I was a hungered, and ye gave me meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me drink : I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: 86 Naked, and ye clothed 
me : I was sick, and ye visited me : I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me. 37 Then shall the right- 
eous answer him, sa 3 dng. Lord, when saw we 
thee a hungered, and fed thee? or thirsty, and 
gave thee drink? 38 When saw we thee a 
stranger, and took thee in? or naked, and clothed 
thee ? 39 Or when saw we thee sick, or in prison, 
and came unto thee? 40 And the Zing shall an- 
swer and say unto them. Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 
41 Then shall he say also unto them on the left 
hand. Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels: 42 
For I was a hungered, and ye gave me no meat : 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: 43 I 
was a stranger, and ye took me not in: naked, 
and ye clothed me not: sick, and in prison, and 
ye visited me not. 44 Then shall they also an- 
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swer him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee a hun- 
gered, or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, 
or in prison, and did not minister unto thee? 45 
Then shall he answer them, saying. Verily I say 
unto you. Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did it not to me. 46 And these 
shall go away into everlasting punishment: but 
the righteous into life eternal. 

Eom. 14: 10 . . . Why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or why dost thou set at nought thy 
brother? for we shall all stand before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ. 

I. Cor. 4 : 4 . . . He that judgeth me is the 
Lord. 5 Therefore judge nothing before the 
time, until the Lord come, who both will bring 
to light the hidden things of darkness, and will 
make manifest the counsels of the hearts: and 
then shall every man have praise of God. 

II. Cor. 5 : 10 . . . We must all appear be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, accord- 
ing to that he hath done, whether it be good or 
bad. 

II. Tim. 4 : II charge thee . . . before God, 
and the Lord Jesus Cludst, who shall judge the 
quick and the dead at his appearing and his king- 
dom; 2 Preach the word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuifering and doctrine. 8 Henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day: and not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing. 

As Saviour: Mai. 4: 2 . . . Unto you that 
fear my name shall the Sun of righteousness arise 
with healing in his vdngs ; and ye shall go forth, 
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and grow up as calves of the stall. 

Matt. 1 : 21 . . . Thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his people from their 
sins. 

Luke 1 : 68 Blessed be the Lord God of Israel ; 
for he hath visited and redeemed his people, 69 
And hath raised up a horn of salvation for us in 
the house of his servant David;

Exod. 20: 14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Prov. 2 : 11 Discretion shall pr^erve thee, 
understanding shall keep thee: 16 To deliver 
thee from the strange woman, even from the 
stranger which flattereth with her words; 17 
Which forsaketh the guide of her youth, and for- 
getteth the covenant of her God. 18 For her 
house inclineth unto death, and her paths unto 
the dead. 19 None that go unto her return 
again, neither take they hold of the paths of life. 

Prov, 6 : 3 . . . The lips of a strange woman 
drop as a honeycomb, and her mouth is smoother 
than oil : 4 But her end is bitter as wormwood, 
sharp as a twoedged sword. 5 Her feet go down 
to death; her steps take hold on hell. 8 Remove 
thy way far from her, and come not nigh the 
door of her house: 9 Lest thou give thine honour 
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unto others, and thy years unto the cruel; 10 
Lest strangers be filled with thy wealth; and thy 
labours be in the house of a stranger; 11 And 
thou mourn at the last, when thy flesh and thy body 
are consumed, 12 And say. How have I hated 
instruction, and my heart despised reproof ; 
13 And have not obeyed the voice of my teachers, 
nor inclined mine ear to them that instructed 
me! 

Prov. 6 : 23 . . . The coromandment is a 
lamp; and the law is light; and reproofs of in- 
struction are the way of life: 24 To keep thee 
from the evil woman, from the flattery of the 
tongue of a strange woman. 25 Lust not after 
her beauty in thine heart; neither let her take 
thee with her eyelids. 26 For by means of a 
whorish woman a man is brought to a piece of 
bread: and the adulteress will hunt for the 
precious life. 27 Can a man take fire in his 
bosom, and his clothes not be burned? 28 Can 
one go upon hot coals, and his feet not be burned? 
29 So he that goeth in to his neighbour’s wife; 
whosoever toucheth her shall not be innocent. 
32 . . . Whoso committeth adultery with a 
woman lacketh understanding: he that doeth it 
destroyeth his own soul. 33 A wound and dis- 
honour shall he get; and his reproach shall not 
be wiped away. 34 For jealousy is the rage of a 
man; therefore he will not spare in the day of 
vengeance. 35 He will not regard any ransom; 
neither will he rest content, though thou givest 
many gifts. 

Prov. 9 : 13 A foolish woman is clamorous : 

she is simple, and knoweth nothing. 14 For she 
sitteth at the door of her house, on a seat in the 
high places of the city, 15 To call passengers 
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■who go right on their -ways : 16 Whoso is simple, 

let him turn in hither: and as for him tha’t 
wanteth understanding, she saith to him, 17 
Stolen waters are s'weet, and bread eaten in secret 
is pleasant. 18 But he knoweth not that the 
dead are there; and that her guests are in the 
depths of hell. 

Prov. 22 : 14 The mouth of strange women is 

a deep pit: he that is abhorred of the Lord shall 
fall therein. 

_ Prov. 29 : 3 Whoso loveth “wisdom rejoiceth 

his father: but he that keepeth company wi'th 
harlots spendeth his substance. 

Prov. 31: 3 Give not thy strength unto 
women, nor thy ways to that which destroyeth 
kings. 

Mai. 3 : 5 ... I will be a swift witness 
against the sorcerers, and against the adulterers, 
. . . saith the Lord of hosts. 

Matt. 5 : 27 Ye have heard that it was said 

by them of old time. Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery: 28 But I say unto you. That whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her hath com- 
mitted adultery -with her already in his heart. 
31 It hath been said. Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, let him give her a writing of divorce- 
ment: 32 But I say unto you. That whosoever 
shall put away his "wife, saving for the cause of 
fornication, causeth her to commit adultery : and 
whosoever shall marry her that is divorced com- 
mitteth adultery. 

Matt. 19 : 18 . . . Jesus said, . . . Thou shalt 

not commit adultery, . . . 

Mark 7: 21 . . . From ■within, out of the 

heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, 22 Thefts, covetousness, 
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wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 23 All these evil 
things come from within, and defile the man. 

Mark 10 : 11 ... He saith unto them. Who- 

soever shall put away his wife, and marry an- 
other, committeth adultery against her. 12 And 
if a woman shall put away her husband, and be 
married to another, she committeth adultery. 

John 8: 3 . . . The scribes and Pharisees 
brought unto him a woman taken in adultery; 
and when they had set her in the midst, 4 They 
say unto him. Master, this woman was taken in 
adultery, in the very act. 5 Now Moses in the 
law commanded us, that such should be stoned: 
but what sayest thou? 7 . . . When they con- 
tinued asking him, he lifted up himself, and said 
unto them, He that is without sin among you, let 
him first cast a stone at her. 9 And they wMch 
heard it, being convicted by their own conscience, 
went out one by one, beginning at the eldest, even 
unto the last: and Jesus was left alone, and the 
woman standing in the midst. 10 When Jesus 
. . . saw none but the woman, he said unto her. 
Woman, where are those thine accusers? hath no 
man condemned thee? 11 She said, No man. 
Lord. And Jesus said unto her. Neither do I con- 
demn thee: go, and sin no more. 

Rom. 1 : 28 ... As they did not like to re- 

tain God in their knowledge, God gave them over 
to a reprobate mind, to do those things which are 
not convenient; 29 Being filled with all un- 
righteousness, fornication, wickedness, ... 32 

Who, knowing the judgment of God, that they 
which commit such things are worthy of death, 
not only do the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them. 
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Eom. 7 : 3 ... If, while her husband liveth, 

she be married to another man, she shall be called 
an adulteress : but if her husband be dead, she is 
free from that law; so that she is no adulteress, 
though she be married to another man. 

Eom. 13: 13 Let us walk honestly, as in the 

day ; not in rioting and drunkenness, not in cham- 
bering and wantonness, not in strife and envying: 
14 But put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, and make 
not provision for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts there- 
of. 

I. Cor. 5 : 9 1 wrote unto you in an epistle not 
to company with fomicatois: 10 Yet not alto- 
gether with the fornicators of this world, or with 
the covetous, or extortioners, or with idolaters; 
for then must ye needs go out of the world. 11 
But now I have written unto you not to keep com- 
pany, if any man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner; with such a 
one no not to eat. 

I. Cor. 6 : 9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be not 
deceived: neither fornicators, nor idolaters, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind, 10 Nor thieves, nor covet- 
ous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, 
shall inherit the kingdom of God. 13 . . . Now 
the body is not for fornication, but for the Lord ; 
and the Lord for the body. 15 Know ye not that 
your bodies are the members of Christ? shall I 
then take the members of Christ, and make them 
the members of a harlot? God forbid. 16 
What! know ye not that he which is joined to a 
harlot is one body? for two, saith he, shall be one 
flesh. 18 Flee fornication. Every sin that a 
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man doeth is without the body ; but he that com- 
mitteth fornication sinneth against his own body. 
19 What! know ye not that your body is the tem- 
ple of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your own? 20 For 
ye are bought with a price: therefore glorify God 
in your body, and in your spirit, which are God’s. 

Gal. 5 : 19 Now the works of the flesh are 

manifest, which are these, Adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, 21 . . . revellings, 
and such like: of the which I tell you before, as 
I have also told you in time past, that they which 
do such things shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God. 24 And they that are Christ’s have cru- 
cified the flesh with the affections and lusts. 

Eph.4: 17 This I say . . . , and testify in 
the Lord, that ye henceforth walk not as other 
Gentiles wall; in the vanity of their mind, 19 
Who being past feeling have given themselves over 
unto lasciviousness, to work all uncleanness with 
greediness. 

Eph. 5 : 3 . . . Fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be once named 
among you, as becometh saints ; 4 Neither filth- 
iness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, which are 
not convenient: but rather giving of thanks. 5 
For this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor un- 
clean person, nor covetous man, who is an idol- 
ater, hath any inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. 6 Let no man deceive you 
with vain words: for because of these things 
eometh the wrath of God upon the children of 
disobedience. 7 Be not ye therefore partakers 
with them. 11 And have no fellowship vrith the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove 
them. 12 For it is a shame even to si)eak of 
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those things which are done of them in secret. 

CoL8: 5 Mortify . . . your members which 
are upon the earth; fornication, uneleanness, in- 
ordinate affection, evil concupiscence, and covet- 
ousness, which is idolatry : 6 For which things’ 

sake the wrath of God cometh on the children of 
disobedience : 

1. Thess.4: 3 . . . This is the will of God, 
even your sanctification, that ye should abstain 
from fornication; 4 That every one of you 
should know how to possess his vessel in sancti- 
fication and honour; 5 Not in the lust of con- 
cupiscence, even as the Gentiles which toow not 
God: 7 For God hath not called us unto un- 
cleanness. but unto holiness. 

I. Tim. 1 : 9 . . . The law is not made for a 
righteous man, but for the lawless and disobe- 
dient, for the ungodly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, ... 10 For whoremongers, for 
them that defile themselves with mankind, . . . 
and if there be any other thing that is contrary 
to sound doctrine; 

II. Tim. 3 : 2 . . . Men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, . . . unholy, 3 Without natural af- 
fection, . . . incontinent, ... 4 . . , lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God; 5 Having a 
form of godliness, but denying the power thereof: 
from such turn away. 6 For of this sort are they 
which creep into houses, and lead captive silly 
women laden with sins, led away with divers 
lusts, 

Heb. 18 : 4 Marriage is honourable in all, and 
the bed undefiled: but whoremongers and adul- 
terers God will judge. 

Jas. 2: 10 . . . Whosoever shall keep the 

whole law, and yet offend in one point, he is guilty 
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of all. 11 For he that said, Do not commit adul- 
tery, said also. Do not kill. Now if thou commit 
no adultery, yet if thou kill, thou art become a 
transgressor of the law. 

II. Pet. 2 : 9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 

the godly out of temptation, and to reserve the 
unjust unto the day of judgment to be punished: 
10 But chiefly them that walk after the flesh in 
the lust of uncleanness, and despise government. 
. . . 12 . . . These, as natural brute beasts 
made to be taken and destroyed, speak evil of 
the things that they understand not; and shall 
utterly perish in their own corruption; 13 And 
shall receive the reward of unrighteousness, as 
they that count it pleasure to riot in the daytime. 
Spots they are and blemishes, sporting themselves 
with their own deceivings while they feast with 
you; 14 Having eyes full of adultery, and that 
cannot cease from sin; beguiling unstable souls: 
a heart they have exercised with covetous prac- 
tices; cursed children: 

Jude: 7 . . . Sodom and Gomorrah, and the 
cities about them in like manner, giving them- 
selves over to fornication, and going after strange 
flesh, are set forth for an example, suffering the 
vengeance of eternal Are. 8 Likewise also these 
filthy dreamers defile the flesh, despise dominion, 
and speak evil of dignities. 

Rev. 21 : 8 . . . The fearful, and unbelieving, 

and the abominable, and murderers, and whore- 
mongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in the lake which bum- 
eth with fire and brimstone : which is the second 
death. 

Rev. 22 : 14 Blessed are they that do his com- 

mandments, that they may have right to the tree 
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of life, and may enter in through the gates into 
the city. 15 For without are dogs, and sorcerers, 
and whoremongers, and murderers, and idolaters, 
and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie.

Thou shalt not 
steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness, Thou 
shalt not covet; and if there be any other com- 
mandment, it is briefly comprehended in this say- 
ing, namely, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 10 Love worketh no ill to his neigh- 
bour: therefore love is the fulfilling of the law. 

I. Cor. 13 : 1 Though I speak with the tongues 

of men and of angels, and have not charity, I am 
become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of prophecy, and un- 
derstand all mysteries, and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, I am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods to feed the 
‘poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 4 
Charity suffereth long, and is kind ; charity envi- 
eth not; charity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, 5 Doth not behave itself unseemingly, seek- 
eth not her own, is not easily provoked, thinketh 
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no evil; 6 Eejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoic- 
eth in the truth; 7 Beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, endureth all things. 
8 Charity never faileth: but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease ; whether there be knowl- 
edge, it shall vanish away. 13 And now abideth 
faith, hope, charity, these three ; but the greatest 
of these is charity. 

Gal. 6 : 22 . . . The fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, 23 Meekness, temperance: against such 
there is no law. 

I. Tim. 6 : 10 . . . The love of money is the 

root of all evil: which while some coveted after, 
they have erred from the faith, and pierced them- 
selves through with many sorrows. 11 But thou, 
0 man of God, flee these things ; and follow after 
righteousness, godliness, faith, love, patience, 
meekness. 

Heb. 6 : 10 . . . God is not unrighteous to for- 

get your work and labour of love, which ye have 
shewed toward his name, in that ye have min- 
istered to the saints, and do minister.

16 And we have known and believed the love that 
God hath to us. God is love ; and he that dwelleth 
in love dwelleth in God, and God in him. 17 
Herein is our love made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judgment: because as he is, 
so are we in this world. 18 There is no fear in 
love; but iierfect love casteth out fear: because 
fear hath torment. He that feareth is not made 
perfect in love. 19 We love him, because he first 
loved us. 20 If a man say, I love God, and hateth 
his brother, he is a liar : for he that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen? 21 And this command- 
ment have we from him. That he who loveth God 
love his brother also.

5 For 
neither at any time used we flattering words, as 
ye know, nor a cloak of covetousness ; God is wit- 
ness: 6 Nor of men sought we glory, neither of 
you, nor yet of others, when we might have been 
burdensome, as the apostles of Christ. 7 But we 
were gentle among you, even as a nurse cherisheth 
her children : 8 So being aifectionately desirous 

of you, we were willing to have imparted unto you, 
not the gospel of God only, but also our own souls, 
because ye were dear unto us. 9 For ye remem- 
ber, brethren, our labour and travail : for labour- 
ing night and day, because we would not be 
chargeable unto any of you, we preached unto you 
the gospel of God. 10 Ye are witnesses, and God 
also, how holily and justly and unblameably we 
behaved ourselves among you that believe: 11 
As ye know how we exhorted and comforted and 
charged every one of you, as a father doth his 
children, 

I. Tim. 1 12 ... I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that he counted 
me faithful, putting me into the ministry; 

I. Tim. 3 : 1 This is a true saying. If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he desireth a good 
work. 2 A bishop then must be blameless, the 
husband of one wife, vi^lant, sober, of good be- 
haviour, given to hospitality, apt to teach; 3 Not 
given to wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy 
lucre; but patient, not a brawler, not covetous; 
4 One that ruleth well his own house, having his 
children in subjection with all gravity; 5 (For 
if a man know not how to rule his own house, 
how shall he take care of the church of God?) 
6 Not a novice, lest being lifted up with pride he 
fall into the condemnation of the devil. 7 More- 
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over he must have a good report of them which 
are without; lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 8 Likewise must the deacons 
be grave, not double-tongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of filthy lucre; 9 Holding the 
mystery of the faith in a pure conscience. 10 
And let these also first be proved ; then let them 
use the ofiice of a deacon, being fouTid blameless. 
11 Even so must their wives be grave, not slan- 
derers, sober, faithful in all things. 12 Let the 
deacons be the husbands of one wife, ruhng their 
children and their own houses well. 

II. Tim. 4 : 2 Preach the word ; be instant in 

season, out of season ; reprove, rebuke, exhort with 
all longsuffering and doctrine. 5 . . . Watch 
thou in all things, endure afflictions, do the work 
of an evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry. 
6 For I am now ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. 7 I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept 
the faith : 8 Henceforth there is laid up for me 

a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that day: and 
not to me only, but unto all them also that love his 
appearing. 

Tit. 1 : 5 For this cause left I thee in Crete,

by sound doctrine both to exhort and to convince 
the gainsayers.

Matt. 18 ; 19 ... I say unto you. That if two 

of you shall agree on earth as touching any thing 
that they shall ask, it shall be done for them of 
my Father which is in heaven. 20 For where 
two or three are gathered together in my name, 
there am I in the midst of them. 

Mark 11 : 24 ... I say unto you. What 

things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive them, and ye shall have them. 
25 And when ye stand praying, forgive, if ye 
have aught against any; that your Father also 
which is in heaven may forgive you your tres- 
passes. 

Luke 18 : 1 ... He spake a parable unto them 

to this end, that men ought always to pray, and not 
to faint; 11 The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 
with himself, God, I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or 
even as this publican. 13 And the publican, 
standing afar off, would not lift up so much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, say- 
ing, God be merciful to me a sinner. 14 I tell 
you, this man went down to his house justified 
rather than the other : for every one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased ; and he that humbleth him- 
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self shall be exalted. 

John 9: 31 Now we know that God heareth 

not sinners : but if any man be a worshipper of 
God, and doeth his will, him he heareth. 

John 15 : 7 If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you. 

Rom. 8 : 26 . . . The Spirit . . . helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we should 
pray for as we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings which cannot 
be uttered. 27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, because 
he maketh intercession for the saints according to 
the will of God. 

Rom. 10 : 12 . . . There is no difference be- 

tween the Jew and the Greek: for the same Lord 
over aU is rich unto all that call upon him. 13 
For whosoever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved. 

Philip. 4: 6 Be careful for nothing; but in 

every thing by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be made known 
unto God. 7 And the peace of God, which pass- 
eth all understanding, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus. 

I. Thess. 5 : 17 Pray without ceasing. 18 In 
every thing give thanks: for this is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you. 

Jas. 1 : 5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him

6 But 
let him ask in faith, nothing wavering: for he 
that wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven 
with the wind and tossed.

desire to have, and cannot obtain: ye fight and 
war, yet ye have not, because ye ask not. 3 Ye 
ask, and receive not, because ye ask amiss, that 
ye may consume it upon your lusts.

pray. Is any merry? let him sing psalms. 14 Is 
any sick among you? let him call for the elders 
of the church ; and let them pray over him, anoint- 
ing him with oil in the name of the Lord: 15 
And the prayer of faith shall save the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up ; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven him. 16 Con- 
fess your faults one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much.

Prqv. 18 : 12 Before destruction the heart of 

man is haughty; and before honour is humility. 
13 He that answereth a matter before he heareth 
a, it is folly and shame unto him. 

Rom. 9 : 20 ... 0 man, who art thou that 
repliest against God ? Shall the thing formed say 
to him that formed it, Why hast thou made me 
thus? 

Jas. 4: 13 Go to now, ye that say. To day 

or to morrow we will go into such a city, and 
continue there a year, and buy and sell, and get 
gain: 14 Whereas ye know not what shall be 
on the morrow. For what is your life ? It is even 
a vapour, that appeareth for a little time, and 
then vanisheth away. 15 For that ye ought to 
say. If the Lord will, we shall live, and do this, or 
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that. 16 But now ye rejoice in your boastings : 
all such rejoicing is evil. 

II. Pet. 2 : 9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of tenaptation, and to reserve the 
unjust unto the day of judgment to be punished :

Psa. 10 : 2 The wicked in his pride doth perse- 
cute the poor: let them be taken in the devices 
that they have imagined. 4 The wicked, through 
the pride of his coimtenance, will not seek after 
God: God is not in all his thoughts. 

Psa. 138 : 6 Though the Lord be high, yet 
hath he respect unto the lowly: but the proud 
he knoweth afar off. 

Prov. 10 : 17 He ts in the way of life that 
keepeth instruction : but he that refuseth reproof 
erreth. 

Prov. 12 : 9 He that is despised, and hath a 
servant, is better than he that honoureth himself, 
and lacketh bread. 

_ Prov. 13 : 10 Only by pride cometh conten- 

tion: but with the well advised is wisdom. 

Prov. 15 : 25 The Lord will destroy the house 
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of the proud : but he will establish the border of 
the widow. 

Prov. 16 : 18 Pride goeth before destruction, 

and a haughty spirit before a fall. 19 Better it 
is to be of an humble spirit with the lowly, than 
to divide the spoil with the proud.

No man, 
having put his hand to the plough, and looMng 
back, is fit for the kingdom of God.

strange: but as for the pure, his work is right. 

Mic. 6 : 11 Shall I count them pure with the 

wicked balances, and with the bag of deceitful 
weights? 

Matt. 5: 8 Blessed are the pure in heart: for 

they shall see God. 

Philip. 4 : 8 . . . Whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there he any virtue, and if there he any 
praise, think on these things.

REGENERATION 

Matt. 18 : 3 . . , Verily I say unto you, Ex- 
cept ye be converted, and become as little children, 
ye shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

J ohn 3 : 3 J esus . . . said unto him. Verily, 

verily, I say unto thee. Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. 5 . . . 
Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 6 That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit. 8 The wind blow- 
eth where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth : so is every one that is born of 
the Spirit. 

John 5: 24 Verily, verily, I say unto you. He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation ; but is passed from death unto 
life. 

J ohn 8 : 12 Then spake Jesus . . . unto them, 
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saying, I am the light of the world : he that f ol- 
loweth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light of life.

4 : 21 If so be that ye have heard him, 
and have been taught by him, as the truth is in 
Jesus : 22 That ye put off concerning the former 

conversation the old man, which is corrupt ac- 
cording to the deceitful lusts; 23 And be re- 
newed in the spirit of your mind; 24 And that 
ye put on the new man, which after God is created 
in righteousness and true holiness. 

Col. 2; 11 In whom ... ye are circumcised 

with the circumcision made without hands, in put- 
ing off the body of the sins of the flesh by the cir- 
cumcision of Christ: 12 Buried with him in 
baptism, wherein also ye are risen with Mm 
through the faith of the operation of God, who 
hath raised him from the dead. 13 And you, 
being dead in your sins and the uncircumcision 
of your flesh, hath he quickened together with him, 
having forgiven you all trespasses ; 

Tit. 3 : 5 Not by works of righteousness which 

we have done, but according to his mercy he 
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saved us, by the washing of regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost; 6 Which he shed on 
us abundantly through Jesus Christ our Saviour ; 
7 That being justified by his grace, we should^ be 
made heirs according to the hope of eternal life. 

Heb. 10 ; 22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. 

I. Pet. 1 : 3 Blessed he the God and Father of 

our Lord Jesus Christ, which according to his 
abundant mercy hath begotten us again unto a 
lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, 22 Seeing ye have purified your 
souls in obeying the truth through the Spirit unto 
unfeigned love of the brethren, see that ye love 
one another with a pure heart fervently : 23 Be- 

ing born again, not of corruptible seed, but of 
incorruptible, by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever.

with a letter, I do not repent, though I did repent : 
for I perceive that the same epistle hath made 
you sorry, though it were but for a season. 9 
Now I rejoice, not that ye were made sorry, but 
that ye sorrowed to repentance : for ye were made 
sorry after a godly manner, that ye might receive 
damage by us in nothing. 10 For godly sorrow 
worketh repentance to salvation not to be re- 
pented of: but the sorrow of the world worketh 
death. 11 For behold this selfsame thing, that 
ye sorrowed after a godly sort, what carefulness 
it wrought in you, yea, what clearing of your- 
selves, yea, what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, yea, what 
revenge! In all things ye have approved your- 
selves to be clear in tMs matter. 

Heb. 3 : 7 ... As the Holy Ghost saith. To 
day if ye will hear his voice, 8 Harden not your 
hearts, as in the provocation, in the day of tempta- 
tion in the wilderness : 

Jas. 4 : 8 Draw nigh to God, and he will draw 

nigh to you. Cleanse your hands, ye sinners ; and 
purify your hearts, ye doubleminded. 9 Be af- 
flicted, and mourn, and weep: let your laughter 
be turned to mourning, and your joy to heaviness.

tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my understanding 
is unfruitful. 15 What is it then? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with the under- 
standing also: I will sing with the spirit, and I 
will sing with the understanding also.

26 _He 
that withholdeth corn, the people shall curse him : 
but blessing shall be upon the head of him that 
selleth it. 

13: 7 There is that maketh him- 
self rich, yet hath nothing: there is that maketh 
himself poor, yet hath great riches. 

Prov. 15 : 16 Better is little with the fear of 

the Lord, than great treasure and trouble there- 
with. 17 Better is a dinner of herbs where love 
is, than a stalled ox and hatred therewith. 27 He 
that is greedy of gain troubleth his own house; 
but he that hateth gifts shall live.

2 Your riches are corrupted, and your garments 
are motheaten. 3 Your gold and silver is can- 
kered; and the rust of them shall be a witness 
against you, and shall eat your flesh as it were 
fire. Ye have heaped treasure together for the 
last days. 4 Behold, the hire of the labourers 
who have reaped down your fields, which is of you 
kept back by fraud, crieth: and the cries of them 
which have reaped are entered into the ears of the 
Lord of Sabaoth. 5 Ye have lived in pleasure on 
the earth, and been wanton; ye have nourished 
your hearts, as in a day of slaughter. 6 Ye have 
condemned and killed the just; and he doth not 
resist you.

19 Every man also to whom 
God hath given riches and wealth, and hath given 
him power to eat thereof, and to take his portion, 
and to rejoice in his labour ; this is the gift of God.

money is a defence : but the excellency of knowl- 
edge is, that wisdom giveth life to them that 
have it. 14 In the day of prosperity be joyful, 
but in the day of adversity consider : God also hath 
set the one over ^gainst the other, to the end that 
man should find nothing after him.

18 My little 
children, let us not love in word, neither in tongue ; 
but in deed and in truth.

11 By 
the blessing of the upright the city is exalted : but 
it is overthrown by the mouth of the wicked. 

Prov. 12 : 13 The wicked is snared by the 

transgression of his lips: but the just shall come 
out of trouble. 

Prov. 13 : 13 Whoso despiseth the word shall 

be destroyed: but he that feareth the command- 
ment shall be rewarded. 15 Good understanding 
giveth favour: but the way of transgressors is 
hard. 21 Evil pursueth sinners : but to the right- 
eous good shall be repaid. 22 A good man leaveth 
an inheritance to his children’s children : and the 
wealth of the sinner is laid up for the just. 

Prov. 14 : 9 Fools make a mock at sin : but 
among the righteous there is favour. 12 There 
is a way which seemeth right unto a man ; but the 
end thereof are the ways of death. 

Prov. 15 : 6 In the house of the righteous is 
much treasure : but in the revenues of the wicked 
is trouble. 

28 : 1 The wicked flee when no man pur- 
sueth: but the righteous are bold as a lion. 18
